A Jury to try James Hargis, charged 
with complicity In the murder of Dr 
B. D. Cox. has been secured at Sandy 
Hook and the trial will proceed there, 
a motion having been overruled to re¬ 
mand the case to Breathitt county 
Judge Moody Is doing nil In his power 
to secure the attendance of witnesses, 
and yesterday fined eight who are ab¬ 
sent without excuses. 


A tornado and heavy rain did great 
damage In St. Joseph. Mo„ and vicin¬ 
ity. Houses were wrecked, street rail¬ 
way tracks torn out and cellars flood¬ 
ed. Heavy rains caused the Missouri 
river at Kansas City to rise and the 
cellars in two dozen wholesale houses 
in the west bottoms were partly 
flooded. 


Argument was begun yesterday In 
tlie W. D. Haywood case at Boise. Mr. 
Hawley opened for the State, but had 
not concluded his address when the 
hour of adjournment was reached. 
Judge Wood ruled out the counter- 
conspiracy evidence presented by * the 
defense. 


William January, alias Charles W. 
Anderson, for whose pardon a petition 
containing the signatures of 50.000 per¬ 
sons was presented to President Roose¬ 
velt three months ago. was yesterday 
released from the Federal prison at 
Forth Leavenworth.

OWES THE STATE 
ABOUT $19,000 

But Ex-County Clerk Semo- 
nin Prepared To Pay 


As Soon As State Can Give 
Him Quietus. 


Requests Check For June 
Collections Held Up. 


PART OF JULY ALSO DUE 


Since the Stato Examiner has been 
going over the books of W. J Semonln 
the County Clerk. It has been learned 
that Mr. Semonln still owes the State 
something like $19,000 Tor June and 
part of July, which his friends declare 
he Is abundantly able to pay as soon as 
the State Is prepared to give him his 
quietus. 

Tho greater portion of this involve.* 
a check for $15,773.50, which Mr. Sem- 
onin sent to Auditor Hager for his June 
collections due tho State. The check 
was made on a bank In Louisville, 
mailed to the Auditor at Frankfort and 
deposited with the State depository at 
Frankfort. It was In turn sent back 
to the Louisville bank for collection. 
The check had been sent during the 
first ten days of July and In the mean 
time Mr. Semonln learned that he would 
not be reappointed to his position as 
County Clerk. When he was assured 
of this he asked that his books be in 
vestlgated. 

• • • 

Had His Check Returned. 

Mr. Semonln says realizing he owed 
the State for collections made from the 
first of July to the day on which he 
retired as County Clerk, and in order 
that he might get his quietus on both 
June anrl July, he requested the Louis¬ 
ville bank to return the check to the 
Stato depository, to be held until It Is 
ascertained what sum he must pay to 
square his accounts with tho State. 

Mr. 8emonin was at h!s country horn© 
at JefTersontown, where he talked to a 
reporter last night. He said: 

a • • 

Owes State About $19,000. 


It Is true that I sent my check for 
$15,773.50 to the State Auditor in pay¬ 
ment of June collections. In addition 
to this amount I owe the State about 
$3,200 for collections made during the 
month of July. When I was unexpect¬ 
edly ousted from office, after having 
forwarded the check. I stopped payment 
on the check and requested the Stato 
Auditor to send on examiner to Lou’s- 
vllle to go over my books. In order that 
I might be Informed as to my entire 
Indebtedness to the State. When the 
inspection of my books has been com¬ 
pletes. and I have been Informed as to 
the exact amount I owe, I shall settle 

with the State In full.”

No Expert From Bonding Company. 

The American Bonding Company, rep¬ 
resented In Louisville by Satterwhlte 
& Underhill, Is on the official bond of 
Mr. Semonln for an unlimited amount. 
Tracy Underhill said last night that his 
company had taken no action on Mr, 
Semonln’s bond. He denied that mes¬ 
sages pertaining to the financial condi¬ 
tion of Mr. Semonln had been parsing 
between the central office of the Ameri¬ 
can Bonding Company and the local 
office. He also denied that the company 
had sent an expert accountant from »ts 
central office to go over the books of 
the former County Clerk. 

Probably no man In Louisville has 
more friends than "Billy" Semonln. as 
he Is familiarly known. He has always 
been generous and free hearted. 

In addition to a handsome home in 
Louisville, Mr. Semonln owns a coun¬ 
try homo and several acres of land. 
It Is said that he has considerable other 
property In Louisville and out In the 
counrty. 

Judge Henry Hines, the\ State In¬ 
spector. will begin going over Mr. Sem¬ 
onln’s books In detail Monday. The in¬ 
vestigation will be a searching one and 
some time will be consumed In complet¬ 
ing It.

Deputy Lee Draws Check. 


R. A. Lee, who has for a number of 
years been a deputy in the County 
Clerk’s office and held the position of 
cashier, stated yesterday afternoon that 
between July 1 and 5 he drew the chock 
for Mr. Semonln to sign along with 
another check of about $1,000 for office 
fees, and a third of about $200 for back 
taxes. According to the usual custom. 
Mr. Lee said that these checks were all 
prepared to be forwarded to Frankfort 
in settlement of the County Clerk’s ac¬ 
counts. 

Mr. Lee’s duties as cashier consist In 
keeping the books of the office and In 
depositing tho money paid over to him 
from licenses and other tax sources. 
At the end of each month it has always 
been his custom to make out checks 
for the money In favor of the County 
Clerk and then turn them over to that 
official. Mr. Leo has always been re¬ 
garded as a most efficient man In ac¬ 
counts. 

County Clerk Thompson said ho know- 

nothing of the alleged difficulty; that ho 


had opened a new set of books for the 
office when he took hold. 

CHECK RETURNED UNPAID. 


State Treasurer Notifies Surety To 
Protect lube rests. 

Frankfort. Ky.. July 19.—[Special.]— 
A check given by W. J. Semonln. of 
Louisville, as County Clerk of Jefferson 
county, to the State Treasurer in set¬ 
tlement of license taxes to the amount 
of $15,773.50. collected In that county 
during the month of June last., has b^n 
returned here from tho bunk at Louis¬ 
ville on which It was drawn, with the 
information that there is n*rt sufficient 
funds to Semonln’s account with w’hlch 
to pay it. The American Bonding Com¬ 
pany. of Baltimore. Md., surety for 
Semonln to the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky, has been notified of the failure 
to moot the check and the matter 
placed in Its hand's for settlement. 

The check wois given by Semonln to 
cover money due the State from the 
clerk on a report which he filed some 
days ago with the Department of the 
State Auditor, of licenses which had 
been paid Into his office. Such collec¬ 
tions the County Clerks of the several 
counties of the State report monthly, 
and for their services in making col¬ 
lections receive a fee of 5 per cent. This 
report was regularly made, and the 
check accompanying turned over by 
Auditor Hager to State Treasurer Bee- 
worth for collection. It was sent to Lou¬ 
isville In the regular order of business 
of the office and returned unpaid.

Immediately upon information of this 
fact Judge Hager, to protect the State, 
notified the surety on the bond of Sem- 
orrtrL The report of license collections 
Is required by Section 4195 of the stat¬ 
utes to be made "once In each month." 
no stipulated time of its filing being 
fixed. These reports generally come Into 
the office of the Auditor about the first 
of ouch month and. when they do not 
arrive, they are called for by the clerk 
In charge of thte department of th -2 
office. The County Clerk also makes 
monthly a report of collections of fe**s 
or compensation to him for official du¬ 
ties performed during the month pre¬ 
vious. This report is made under Sec¬ 
tion 1751 of the statutes. It is required 
to be made on the first of each month, 
and accompanied by the amount col¬ 
lected. Of this amount 75 per c-^nt. goes 
back to the clerk under Section 17G4 
of the statutes, to maintain his office 
and pay deputies. This report is made 
separately from the license report re¬ 
quired under the Section 4195. 

The report of fees collected by Coun¬ 
ty Clerk Semonln has alw-ayg been reg¬ 
ularly made, as required, on the first 
of the month, but the report of license 
collections ha?* not been made on. any 
stated day of the month. It has always 
been accompanied by check for the 
amount shown by the report to be due. 
and. until this time, these checks have 
been honored by the banking Institution 
upon w'hlch they were drawn. 


EXPRESS ROBBERIES 
PUZZLE OFFICIALS 


SERIES BETWEEN AUGUSTA, GA , 
AND WASHINGTON. 


THEFTS BEEN GOING ON 
THREE YEARS. 


FOR 


NO TRACE OF THE LOOTERS. 


Washington. July 19.—[Special.]—Ex¬ 
press. railroad and police officials of 
Washington received a shock this morn¬ 
ing when It was learned that another 
of the remarkable series of robberies of 
Southern Express Company money 
pouches had taken place. This time 
the amount Is said to be $10,000 and Co¬ 
lumbia, S. C., Is the scene of the in¬ 
vestigation. 

If this report Is correct it constitutes 
on Incident in the story of express 
thefts that Is little less than amazing. 
In the past three years somewhere be- 
tw’een $35,0u0 and $50,000 has been mys¬ 
teriously abstracted from the pouohes 
of the Southern Express, and the as¬ 
tonishing feature is that every one of 
tho four crimes has been committed be¬ 
tween Augusta, Go.. and Washington, 
D. C. 

Not a single tangible clew- has been 
developed, although some of the best 
private agencies and railroad detective 
bureaus In the world have spared no 
expense or time, and employes of the 
company have been submitted to the 
most thorough and searching Investi¬ 
gation that could be devised. 

So little have the detectives and of¬ 
ficials been able to develop after all 
their labors that even the company, 
which had to make the losses good, 
could find no reasonable ground for 
summarily dismissing the men through 
whose hands the money passed. The 
first news of these robberies was pub¬ 
lished about a year ago, when It was 
fold how two packages of bank notes 
aggregating $58,000, from banks in Au- 
giratn, Ga.. reached New York minus 
$16,000. 

Within a year previous tw*o more 
packages of $8,000 and $5,000 respective¬ 
ly Imd been taken in the same way. 
That made $29,000 of known losses, 
which, with the $10,000 recently missed, 
brings the known loss to $39,000. There 
may have been others that never 
reached the public. For daring, con¬ 
tinuous effort und complete success this 
comes pretty near being a world’s rec¬ 
ord among express companies* 


Sandy Hook, Ky.. July 19.—{Special.] 
—Judge James Hargis will be tried In 
Elliott county on the charge of com¬ 
plicity In the assassination of Dr. B. D. 
Cox In Jackson five years ago. To¬ 
night Special Judge W. B. Moody as¬ 
sured Common wealth’s Attorney John 
Waugh and Attorney Floyd Byrd, for 
the prosecution, that he would use every 
power given to him In his position to 
bring the Commonwealth’s witnesses 
Into court. 

He requested Waugh and Byrd to 
submit to him a synopsis of the testi¬ 
mony of the absent Commonwealth’s 
witnesses so that he could determine 
how Important their testimony is and 
If It Is necessary he will appoint fifty 
special bailiffs, armed with bench war- 
rams, to bring them into court. Judge 
Moody will not dally with the absent 
witnesses and as an Indication that he 
means business to-day he fined eight of 
them $25, among them being Anse White. 
White Is a brother of Tom White, who 
is serving a life sentence In the peni¬ 
tentiary on the charge of assisting Curt 
Jett In the assassination of Marcum. 
He Is regarded as one of the most im¬ 
portant witnesses for the Common¬ 
wealth and his absence has caused the 

prosecution no little worry*

NEGRO PYTHIANS 

CANT GET CHARTER 


Georgia Supreme Court Renders De¬ 
cision Against Them. 


Atlanta. Ga.. July is.—The State Su¬ 
preme Court in a decision hands! down 
late to-dtiy held that the negTO Knights 
of Pythias should not be allowed to se¬ 
cure a charter from the State. The 
decision was rendered in the case of 
the Grand Lodge, Knights of Pythias 
of Georgia, against C. C. Creswill and 
others, and while it affirmed the de¬ 
cision of Fulton Superior Court refus¬ 
ing to grant the injunction as to all 
points set forth in the bill, the case 
was sent back with the specific direc¬ 
tion "that Injunction be granted 
against the further prosecution of the 
defendants’ application for charter un¬ 
der tlie laws of the State until the filial 
hearing." The (Jeorgia Knights of 
Pythias alleged that tht* efforts of the 
negroes to secure n charter was an In¬ 
fringement upon their name. 

SHIPS ORDERED BACK 
FROM THE EAST 


ADMIRAL DAYTON’S FLEET SOON 
TO START. 


WITHDRAWAL WILL LEAVE FEW 
SHIPS IN ASIATIC WATERS. 


FLEET MAY STOP AT JAPAN 


STRUCK WITH BAYONET 
BY MAN ON MOVING TRAIN. 


Bridge Carpenter Hit By Member of 
Third Kentucky and Skull 
Crushed. 


Owensboro, Ky.. July* 19.—[Special.] 
—John Arnold, a bridge carpenter on 
the Louisville, Henderson and St. Louis 
railroad, lies ait his homo at Sample In 
a serious condition as a result of being 
hit on the head with a bayonet by a 
member of the Third Kentucky regi¬ 
ment. 

Arnold was standing on a trestle 
watching the special train bringing the 
soldiers from the Jamestown encamp¬ 
ment pass. It Is alleged that one of 
the soldiers leaned out of the window 
and struck Arnold a blow on the head 
with his bayonet. His skull was crush¬ 
ed and It wras necessary to remove sev¬ 
eral pieces of shattered bone. Had it 
no-t been for a fellow workman 'he 
would have fallen from the bridge. The 
affair Is being investigated. It is not 
knowm to w'hlch company the soldier 
who committed U* dk*d belonged* 


Five of tho State witnesses arrived to¬ 
day and others are expected to-morrow, 
Special Bailiff Roger Callahan, who has 
been in Breathitt and Perry counties 
subpoenaing the witnesses, returned to¬ 
night and reported to Judge Moody that 
all the witnesses for the Common w’ealth 
had been summoned. There arc about 
forty witnesses here, enough for the 
trial to begin to-morrow, but the prose 
cution lies!bates to enter into trial until 
they get their witnesses on the ground, 
so that it is impossible to predict the 
outcome of to-morrow. The general 
opinion Is that the trial will begin. The 
defense Is anxious to have the trial pro 
ceed and they are advised by their 
helpers here that now’ Is the time to 
seek an acquittal. 

The long-expected motion of Attor¬ 
ney Byrd to remand the case to Breath¬ 
itt county for trial materialized this 
morning at 9 o’clock when tho court 
convened. Affidavits from well-known 
citizens of Jackson and Breathitt coun¬ 
ty were offered to show that the con¬ 
ditions In Breathitt county had im¬ 
proved and that there was no reason 
why the Hargises could not get a fair 
and Impartial trial In Breathitt county. 
Judge Moody said that the motion at 
this stage of the trial, after seven 
Jurors had been selected, was unpre¬ 
cedented. and as far as he knew, noth¬ 
ing of the kind had ever come up for 
decision. 

• • • 

No Law Books In Sandy Hook. 


Byrd gave In lengthy detail the rea¬ 
sons for wanting the trial transferred 
to Breathitt county, as he said there 
was no law library here; that a library 
could not be brought here, and if It 
became necessary for the court to be 
advised by the rulings of other courts 
there were no books here that could 
serve that purpose. Judge Moody said 
that he felt that K would be treating 
the Court of Appeals with Indignity to 
remand the case to Breathitt county. 

Judge Moody assured Byrd that he 
would use every moons possible to get 
the State’s witnesses to Sandy Hook, 
and that he need have no worry on that 
score. Judge Moody advised Byrd and 
Waugh to prepare the case. At the 
Conclusion of Byrd’s address he said 
to the court that he and his partner. 
B. R. Jouett, would withdraw from the 
case unless the important State wit¬ 
nesses were brought to this city to be 
put on the witness stand. 

The examination of the veniremen 
began at 10:30 o'clock, und In one hour 
the Jury had been completed. The jury 
follows: John Perry, Addison Howard. 
Britton Lewis, William Mank. Edward 
Adkins, D. C. Green, Pleasant Wilson. 
G. T. Click. Charles Crisp, Jacob Conn, 
Benjamin Gearhart and Frank Leedy. 
all farmers. Eight are Democrats and 
four Republicans. The Commonwealth 
will be assisted by J. H. Ferguson, a 
member of tho local bar. 


Washington, July 19.—The armored 
cruisers West Virginia. Colorado. Penn 
sylvan la and Maryland, of Admiral 
Dayton’s Pacific fleet, are expected to 
start from Cavite for the United States 
in ten days or two weeks. They may 
stop en route at Japanese ports. This. 
It was stated at the Navy Department 
to-day. is optional with the officer In 
command. The movement Is made In 
accordance with orders issued a month 
ago and Is to put Into effect the plan 
fo the department to form the Pacific 
fleet on lines similar to those of the 
Atlantic fleet, that Is, made up of va¬ 
rious divisions. 

Tlie four ships are now In the vicln 
Ity of Che Foo, China, where they have 
been engaged In target practice. T'he 
four ships form the mainstay of Ad¬ 
miral Dayton’s Pacific fleet now' in 
Asiatic waters. Their wilhdraw'&l Will 
leave but few American naval vessels 
of any great consequence in that sec¬ 
tion of the w'orld, and In effect means 
the practical transfer of the headquar- 
ters of the Pacific fleet to American 
waters If Admiral Dayton returns to 
San Francisco on his flagship, the West 
Virginia. 

The department Is anxious that these 
ships have a long cruise and that they 
may engage In some of the maneuvers 
with thi* ships now on the Pacific coast. 
The withdrawal of Admiral Dayton’s 
ships from Asiatic waters will leave t.h# 
Chattanooga, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Galveston. BalHgh dn<1 Denver, with 
nuiiTvrous smaller vessels. Including 
gunboats, monitors, colliers, etc., in 
charge of American Interests In that 
part of tho world.

FINE BARN BURNED. 


Makes Total of Thirty Destroyed In 
Barren County. 

Glasgow. Ky.. July 19.—[Special.]— 
Another bam w'as lidded to the long 
list of those destroyed by fire in this 
and adjoining counties. It belonged to 
V. P. Carter, near cBarwallow, ten 
mile® from here. Despite the fact that 
a heavy downpour of min was falling 
at the time, the barn and Its contents, 
valued at soizKithtug like $4,000, w'ere 
totally destroyed. It was lilt by light¬ 
ning. 

This makes In all, more than thirty 
barns that have been destroyed 
throughout this section since the be¬ 
ginning of the year, ull but a few of

Ralolgh, N. C.. July 19.—The South¬ 
ern Railway Company was to-day fined 
$30,CO0 and Thomas J. Green, ticket 
agent of the company, $5 iu the State 
Court here for selling rail mod tickets 
at a rate In excess of that provided 
by the recent State law' for a uniform 
rate of two and one-quarter cents a 
mile in North Carolina. The court re¬ 
quired Green to promise not to sell 
tickets at the Illegal rate. Green mid«? 
the promise and paid the fine. Green 
was given a half hour for considera¬ 
tion and then came Into court and 
agreed to pay the fine and give the 
promise. 

The morning session was taken up by 
argument of counsel, followed by the 
charge to the Jury. In Imposing sen¬ 
tence on the Southern Railway Judge 
Long declared emphatically that Juris¬ 
diction In criminal cases In this State 
lay exclusively with the State Courts. 

Ho Informed the Southern Rallw'ay 
counsel that If the rallw'ay would obey 
the act of the Legislature and put the 
rate law into effect until finally rassed 
upon by the proper tribunal tliat tho 
State would hold up Its cases. He di¬ 
rected that execution be Issued against 
the Southern Rallw'ay for the payment 
of the fine Imposed and that the pa¬ 
pers be placed In the hands of the 
Sheriff for execution. The court then 
adjourned. 

It Is understood that a case will be 
brought In every county in North Car¬ 
olina in which the Southern Railway 
sells tickets.

SAYS ORCHARD TOLD TRUTH 


Boise, Idaho.. July 10.—The field for 
argument both for tihe prosecution on 
defense of William D. Haywood has 
been limited by Judge Wood, who, in 
a decision handed down to-day, re¬ 
moved from consideration of the Jury 
all evidence bearing on the alleged con 
splracy by mine owners and others 
against the Western Federation of Min 
ers. Judge Wood decided that the de¬ 
fense had made no legal connection of 
the Mine Owners’ Association, the Clt 
tzens’ Alliance 6f Colorado and tho 
Pinkerton Detective Agency, as laying 
a foundation for the evidence Intro¬ 
duced by tho defense to show that the 
charge against Haywood ami his co 
defendants is the outcome of a con 
^piracy to exterminate the Federation 
Immediately following the announce 
•ment of this, decision argument com 
menced. Judge Hawley, leading coun 
sel for the State, spoke for two hours 
and fifteen minutes of the afternoon 
session, the morning session having 
been adjourned to enable the Judge to 

prepare his decision.

Mr. Hawley’s Address. 

-*- 

Mr. Hawley, who has been 111 for 
several day's as the result of the strain 
of the long trial, began his address in 
a voice aDrnost inaudible to anyone ex¬ 
cept the Jury. He apolglzed for this, 
however, explaining that he had fear# d 
he would be unable owing to ill health 
to deliver a prolonged address. Mr. 
Hawley Is the nestor of the Boise bar. 
He Is a man of Impressive presence 
and aggressive speech. Warming to 
his subject, his voice lost all trace of 
weakness His address after the open 
ing statement. In which he explained 
that he had "none of the grace of words 
that constitute an orator," was at times 
eloquently Impassioned, but withal a 
plain analysis of the case. He char¬ 
acterized the case as the "most Import¬ 
ant ever given to a Jury in the Unit¬ 
ed States," and urged the Jury to a 
serious consideration of the resprmeiblL 
Ity placed upon them. His denuncia¬ 
tion of the defendant and his co-con 
splrators as the "w’ordt band of crim¬ 
inals that ever infested any section of 
this country” was forceful, and his 
eulogy of ex-Gov. Steunenberg eloquent 
In the extreme. 

• • • 

Describes Orchard’s Story. 

Mr. Hawley described Orchard’s 
story' as truthful, not only because of 
the manner In which It was told, but 
because It had been corroborated In t-v 
ery important detail. "Harry Orchard 
told his story In no spirit of boastful¬ 
ness." declared Mr. Hawley, "nor did 
he teTl It In a spirit of revenge. I say 
to you gentlemen, that Harry Orchard 
has no more hop* In his future th in he 
ha's pride In his past. lie expects no 
earthly reward. In the light of an 
awakened conscience he tdld the truth 
with no desire to shield himself or any¬ 
one else." 

Mr. Hawley asserted that the truth 
of Orchard's story* instead of being 
shaken was strengthened by the cross- 
examination of Attorney Richardson, of 
the defense, a cross-examination un¬ 
paralleled in Its fierceness and length. 
Sln-stalned criminal though he Is, Mr. 
Hawley asserted that Orchard’s story 
stood the test of flro and left the im¬ 
press of truth upon all who heard It. 

The State, Mr. Hawley said, had cor¬ 
roborated all of the Important details 
of Orchord’s testimony. The contradic¬ 
tions In the defense came only- from 
witnesses w ? ho had been parties to the 
confessed crimes or proven perjurers. 
He expressed the belief that Orchard’s 
story would bring to justice "the worst 
set of conspirators that over infested 
any section of the United States." 


Laws of Conspiracy. 

Referring to tho laws of conspiracy, 
Mr. Hawley said that If a conspiracy 
id showu lt> exist, every person con¬ 


nected with it is equally guilty with 

all the others for every act. deed or 
utterance growing out of the conspir¬ 
acy. 

“As to the method or bringing Moyer, 
Haywood and Pcttlbone to Idaho from 
Colorado," Mr. Hawley said, "the 
course adopted was the only one open 
to the prosecution and had been passed 
upon by the highest court of tho land." 

Counsel for the defense would dwell 
on the matter, he said, but It would 
merely be an effort to divert the minds 
of tho Jurors from tho real Issue in 
volved and to Incite possible 111 will 
In their minds against the prosecution 
or some member of it. 

Under the laws uf the State of Idaho, 
an accessory to a murder Is regarded 
In the same light as the murderer him 
self, and If absent In body at the time 
of the commission of the crime, is re¬ 
garded by the law as present In spirit. 
The presence of the defendants in the 
State of Idaho at the time of the death 
of Gov. Steunenberg was sworn to by 
the County Attorney In the light of 
that Jaw. Mr. Hawley’, taking up the 
crimes confessed to by' Orchard, went

ADEQUATE FORCE OF MILITIA. 


New Orleans, July 19.—A city jail 
was used to-duy as a place of refuge 
for Mr. and Mrs. Monteleone, the 
Itallnns released on habeas corpus pro 
coedings this afternoon nfter several 
weeks' Imprisonment as suspicious per¬ 
sons In the Lumuna case. Several hun¬ 
dred angry' Italians surrounded the 
Monfefaone hotu*:» and a guard of twen¬ 
ty-five policemen fulled to quiet this 
crowd. The Monteleones were finally* 
put in a patrol wagon and taken to a 
nearby police station. During the- ex¬ 
citement Peter Latnana, father of the 
kidnaped boy, with a revolver In his 
hand, made violent attempts to break 
through tho crowd, saying he wanted to 
get at the Monteleones. He was taken 
to the police station, though not put un¬ 
der arrest. Except for this incident 
the city was quid to-day. 

The presence of three companies of 
militia and rapid fire guns at the Hahn 
ville jail has apparently stopped all in¬ 
tention of mobs to go from here to 
Hatmville for a lynching.

EMPEROR STEPS 
DOWN AND OUT 

Crown Prince To Take Up 
Reins of Government. 


Forty-four Years of National 
Calamities In Korea. 


Old Ruler Forced To Sign Re¬ 
script of Abdication. 


RIOTING FEARED IN SEOUL 


•SeouJ. July 13.—(Friday afternoon.]— 
The Emperor has abdicated. In the 
imperial rescript of abdication tho Em- 
pt-ror expresses his regret that daring 
the- forty-four years of his reign na¬ 
tional calamities have followed In rapid 
i*uccoaslon and the peoples dig trees has 
become so aggravated that It© doomed 
U now time to transfer the crown to the 
heir apparent In conformity wlthanoes- 
tra-l usages. 

A most dramatic scene occurred at 
the- palace Thursday night when the 
ministers, headed by Premier Yi Wang 
Vang, appeared before his majesty and 
made the Cabinet’s final representation 
in urging the Emperor’s abdication, His 
majesty was in a high state of excite¬ 
ment, but the Premier In the most hum¬ 
ble but firm tone dwelt at length upon 
want of precaution and prudence of the 
Emperor’s policies hitherto, especially 
in diplomatic affairs, whereby he was 
endangering the safety of the nation. 
The Premier enumerated the facts of 
his majesty’s duplicities, which cul¬ 
minated in the dispatch of a deputation 
to The Hague peace conference, and 
forcibly reasoned the uselessness of the 
Emperor’s disavowal of his relation 
with The Hague affair. 

\ * * * 

His Lost Refuge. 

Unable successfully to combat tho 
logic of the Premier's representation, 
the Emperor sought a last refuge In 
the council of elder statesmen, doubt¬ 
less anticipating their sympathies. Tho 
council Immediately convened. Four 
elders quickly responded and appeared 
before his majesty at 1 o’clock this 
(Friday) morning. The Emperor’s dis¬ 
appointing it and surprise were bound¬ 
less w'hon they unanimously agreed 
with the minister’s advice. His ma¬ 
jesty's m-lnd finally was made up and 
he consented to the draft of an Im¬ 
perial rescript announcing his abdica¬ 
tion, w'hlch was placed before him for 
his signature. 

The Emperor's condition was inde¬ 
scribable. Greatly agitated and per¬ 
turbed. he signed the document, and 
the seal was affixed amid impressive 
silence. A suppressed sigh from the 
Emperor was the onBy sound w'hlch 
broke the dcath-llke stillness that 
reigned throughout the memorable 
scene. 

• • • 

Fears of Trouble. 


Enraged crowds assembled at various 
paints througliout the city to-day and 
Inflammatory documents against the 
Japanese were freely distributed, giving 
rise to a forlorn hope that some active 
opposition Is about to begin. 

A crowd of 5,000 Koreans has been 
beaten back from the palace gatea 
Marquis Ito Js not likely, it is 
thought, to resort to extreme measure* 
of repression until all mild means of 
pacification have been exhausted. Ex¬ 
traordinary police precautions are be¬ 
ing taken throughout the city. 

It Is believed that Viscount Hayashi, 
who arrived here last night, has two 
mission® to fulfill. The first, to assist 
Marquis Ro to execute the Japanese 
programme in the palace; thb second, 
to consult with him on the Manchurian 
and American questions. 

The Japanese here do not believe the 
question of The Hague deputation is 
of sufficient Importance to annul the 
trip planned by Marquis Ito to Tokiu 
They think the purpose of Iiayashd is 
to divert the attention of the people 
from the question of America and to 
placate the nation by severity to tho 
Koreans.

Japanese Reticent 


Lexington. Ky., July 19.—[Special.]— 
Jaimes B. Hnggln will add the breed¬ 
ing of Shetland ponies to the industries 
on his great Elmendorf farm near this 
city. On the 10,000. acres of Elmendorf 
Mr. Haggin already has the largest 
thoroughbred stud In the world and ho- 
recently embarked in the breeding of 
Shorthorn cattle and is now' establish¬ 
ing a mammoth dairy. 

To-day C*. H. Berryman, manager of 
Elmendorf, was notified that tw-enty- 
seven ponies, comprising six stallions 
and twenty-one mares, had arrived at 
Boston on the ship Consuclo, direct 
from Lerwick, the principal seaport of 
the Shetland Islands, and will bo ship¬ 
ped by rail to Elmendorf immediately. 
There has been during recent year.s so 
strong a demand for the ponies of the 
Shetland Isks that they are now diffi¬ 
cult to obtain In Ihelr native land, and 
Mr. Hoggin is said to have paid a large 
sum for the choice herd which ho has 
purchased, ' ^ 0 


At the Japanese residency. Marquis 
Ito and Viscount Hayaahi, in an an¬ 
swer to an inquiry of the correspondent 
of tho Associated Press regarding the 
effect of the Emperor’s action, its im¬ 
portance In effecting a settlement of tlie 
wffiole Japanese-ICorean situation, and 
whether or not it was in accordance 
with the plans of Japan, said they ware 
not prepared at the present to make a 
statement. 

Marquis Ito, however, desired it to be 
emphatically stated that both before 
and during his audience yesterday 
w-hen tlie Emj>eror and Cabinet were 
weighing the question of abdication he 
refused any participation. The Em¬ 
peror repeated his declaration that he 
w'iis not responsible for the sending of 
the Korean delegation to The Hague, 
und asked Marquis Ito’s opinion of th® 
Cabinet’s representation regarding ab¬ 
dication. Marquis Ito replied that tho 
matter wholly concerned the Emperor 
of Korea and not lilmself as the repre¬ 
sentative of the Empire of Japan, 
Funlicrmore, Marquis Ito |.eclared thd 
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Catilnet's whole course of action was 
.based on its own initiative.

Mr. Hulburt declares that the Japan¬ 
ese are despoiling the Koreans of their 
lunds and Industries with the seeming 
design of driving them from the terri¬ 
tory, that the Japanese may occupy it 
for themselves. Mr. Hulburt said the 
sending of the Korean delegation to 
... The Hague. Japan had made a pretext 
to force the abdication of the Emperor 
and so gain further control over Korea. 
The Koreans are in despair. Mr. Hu - 
hurt said, and the Emperor himself 
feels the hopelessness of the situation. 

"Korea Is thoroughly outraged." said 
Mr. Hulburt. "over the injustices which 
the Japanese are heaping upon her, and 
• the Koreans are angered beyond words. 
Still /they feel the dread hopelessness 
of their extremity. The Koreans look 

• Upon the Japanese as savages. They 

are insulted and debauched, but can do 
nothing. , 

"I have seen a Japanese boy rush out 
into the street and belabor a Korean 
gentleman with a stick and laugh. The 
*■ Korean could do nothing, for protests 
to the Japanese would avail nothing. 

“The Japanese have seized their salt 
works. driven away the Korean fisher¬ 
men from their fishing grounds and 
taken every form of profitable industry 
-.-.In the country for themselves The 
Koreans will tell you that the Japanese 
are striving to drive them from the 
country, that they may occupy It for 
’themselves.

“JAPANESE INFAMY.” 

Says Head of Korean Deputation At 
the Hague, 

The Hague. July 19.—The abdication 
of the Emperor of Korea was the gen¬ 
eral topic of conversation among the 
delegates to the Peace Conference to¬ 
day. A majority of them are Inclined 
to the belelf that even if the Emperor 
had been dethroned it should be con¬ 
sidered an Indispensable measure to 
give the Japanese a free hand in es¬ 
tablishing a modem system for devel¬ 
oping'the resources of Korea. 

Yi Sang Sul, formerly Premier of 
Korea, who is here with the Korean 
delegation, which was refused r&cog- 
nitoin by President Nelldoff after read¬ 
ing the Associated Press dispatch an¬ 
nouncing the abdication, said: 

"It is another Japanese infamy which 
twenty million Koreans soon will 
avenge.'* 

One plenipotentiary, who la skeptical 
about the work of the Peace Confer¬ 
ence. observe^: 

"Thb abdication of the Emperor is 
the only result yet attained by the 
conference," 


NEW PUMP AND 
MORE STORAGE 


MORE CHANGES 
AMONG POLICE 


President Zorn’s Recommen¬ 
dation To Water Board. 


Some Surprises In Appoint¬ 
ments Made Yesterday. 


Announces Discharge 
Forty-one Employes. 


Says City Should Get Divi¬ 
dends By 1910. 


SAVINGS IN CONSTRUCTION. 


President Sebastian Zorn, in a r port 
to the Board of Waterworks, yesterday 
afternoon notified that body* of the dis¬ 
charge of forty-one employes at an an¬ 
nual saving of about $31,000 a year, 
and promised that other employes 
would be dispensed with in the near 
future and that it would not be nec¬ 
essary to employ additional ffien to 
tflke their places.’ 

President Zorn estimated In his re¬ 
port that, judging from the savings for 
construction since April l, that the sum 
of $30,000 a year can be saved in con¬ 
struction contracts. With an addition- 
increase In revenue estimated at 
from $30,000 to $35,0'CO a year. President 
Zorn states that it will be easy to pro¬ 
vide for the $76,000 with which it is 
proposed to put in new pipe to better 

the water supply and fire protection. 

• • • 

New Pump Needed Now. 


Because of the present overtaxed con¬ 
dition of the pumps at the pumping 
station President Zorn recommended 
the immediate purchase of a new pump 
in order that in case something should 
happen to one of the pumps that the 
city supply of water could be contin¬ 
ued. He also recommended the immed 
iate Increase In the water stoiage facil¬ 
ities and that new reservoirs be con¬ 
structed. 

With proper management. President 
Zorn’s report says, in 1910 the water 
company can pay off $350,000 of floating 
liabilities, pay $260,000 to complete the 
filter, $250,000 for a new pump, $250,000 
for new pipe In 1908 and 1909 and $500, 
000 to pay oft the Issue of bonds due In 
1910. /

Dividends In Three Years. 


DIPLOMACY OF ITO 


By 1910 President Zorn anticipates 
that the water company will be ablq to 
place $125,000 in pipe each year and 
$125,000 dividends to the city each year, 
and that a surplus of from $75,000 to

Pay Rolls Much Lessened. 


Relied Upon By Japan To Keep Down 
Trouble. 

Tokio. July 19.—Speculation is rife 
among foreigners here as to the origin 
of the Idea of pressing the abdicamin 
of the retired Emperor of Korea. 

It Is definitely known, however, that 
Marquis Ito was only a silnt spectator 
of the event and that the Idea originat¬ 
ed with the Premier, Marquis Saloaji, 
©trongly supported by the Ministers of 
Agriculture and Justice, both of whom 
axe strongly in favor of a life of exile 
In Japan for the retired Emperor. 

Some thought that blood must be 
shed before the abdication of the throne 
could be effected, but fortunately that 
expectation was not fulfilled and the 
aftermath Is also likely to prove less 
serious than present occurrences 
Seoul might indicate. 

It Is believed that the wisdom and re¬ 
sourcefulness om Marquis Ito will pre¬ 
vent the spread of any agitation llke- 
ly to menace the general peace 
Korea. 

Old Emperor Friendless. 

London. July 19.—The Emperor of 
Korea is without a friend among the 
Governments, of Europe, sufficiently In 
terested in the status of the *nint 
Korean Empire to Interpose a word In 
his behalf. Almoct all foreigners who 
know’ the Tmperor considered us a well- 
meaning. but weak man. and his son is 
not regarded as an improvement on his 
father.

Louisville. Ivy.. July 16. 1907.—To the 
Board of Water works: Referring to my 
communication of May 3, I beg to report 
that since that time additional employes 
have been dispensed with, making the to¬ 
tal number forty-one. The amount saved 
thereby Is $30,944.80. I desire tq impress 
upon you that non© of those removed have 
been replaced by any new employes. Be¬ 
cause of other changes that we propose to 
put into effect in the near future I will 
be compelled to let additional men go as 
wo will have no need for them. No officer 
or employe connected with the filter plant 
or pumping station has been disturbed and 
none will be until tl>ci»e important 'vorks 
are completed. This is because of my 
anxiety and desire to do nothing which 
might in any manner retard the work In 
those departments. 

I estimated at the time of my former 
statement that we would save in the 
oonsiructlon department from $12,000 to

Middletown, committed euicide yesterday 
morning by shooting herself through tho 
chest with a 44-caliber revolver which be¬ 
longed to her husband. When ho went 
to his luncheon at 12 o’clock, he found 
his wife lying on the fioor. As her four- 
year-old child was lying across her moth¬ 
er's body asleep, he thought the wife was 
Sleeping also. 

After calling her a few times, he walked 
over and touched her. As he did ao he 
aow that her dress was blood-soaked. H© 
ran out quickly, carrying the child with 
him. and called for Dr. B. Mason, who 
resides nearby, and some of the neigh¬ 
bors. who ran In and found Mrs. Schindler 
had been dead for slme time.

The surrey was smashed to splln 
ters by the blow it received when struck 
squarely in the side by the cow-catcher 
of the train. 

Georgia Watsoti had gone over to the 
station of the L. and E. electric line to 
meet Ella Williams, who worked at 1023 
Twenty-fourth street, and Stella Parket 
Who works at 1334 Fourth avenue, Loula- 
rilfcv both of whom were going to .visit 
her at her home on Goose creek. The 
electric car had just departed and the 
women started across the L. and N 
tracks toward the home of the Watsons. 
Georgia Watson was driving and the other 
two women were on the rear seat. When 
the locomotive struck them the two in the 
rear were thrown to the side, practically 
unharmed, while the Watson woman who 
was driving, was thrown directly in the 
path of the train and dragged to her 
Watson was beyond aid that Georgia 
Watson wan beyond aid the other two 
were carried In the building of the Lyn 
dnn Grocery Company and were late, 
t ftken to the Watson home.

HOUSES WRECKED AND CAR 
TRACKS TORN UP. 


BUILDING FALLS ON FABL1LV, 
BUT ALL ESCAPE. 


HEAT KILLS FIVE IN NEW YORK 


St, Joseph, July 19.—A tornado and 
tremendous rain did heavy damage in 
Sl Joseph and vicinity last night. 
Houses were wrecked, street railway 
trucks torn out and cellars fltvoded. 

The family of Daniel Rlonhui. one 
mile east of the city, had a miraculous 
escape from death. The residence, two 
stories in height, wus torn from the 
foundation and demolished. Riordan, 
his wife and three children had taken 
refuge in the basement. They were 
buried under debris, but the wind lifted 
the house bodily from the foundation, 
and none of the heavy timbers fell on 
them. 

Scores of houses were washed from 
their foundations in the city by the 
rain, which amounted to a cloudburst. 
In Brookdalc, a suburb, a score of fam¬ 
ilies were driven from their homes by- 
water. A dozen residences were struck 
by Lightnings but no fatalities are re¬ 
ported. Th<? loss to crops will be heavy. 


STEEL SMOKESTACK WRECKED. 


Lightning Does Considerable Damage 
At Vincennes. 

Vincennes, Ind.. July ID.—-[Special.] 
—'During a terrific electrical storm to¬ 
night lightning played peculiar pranks. 
The Vincennes garbage reduction plant 
was damaged between 54,000 and $5,000. 
A bolt struck the newly-completed 102- 
foot steel smokestack and literally tore 
it To pieces. The bolt also tore down 
the walls of the brick boiler house, 
turned tw r o boilers off their foundations 
and knocked the fronts of them out in 
the road. The main buildng was fired, 
but was saved by immediate use of the 
company’s waterworks system. 

The rear end of Virgil Shepard’s res¬ 
idence, his outbuildings, fruit trees and 
brick walks were ripped to pieces by 
a bolt that also melted olT a water 
plug, flooding his yard and cellar be¬ 
fore the water company could make 
repairs. Many street lights and tele¬ 
phones were knocked out. 


MISSOURI RAG UN Q. 

Wholesale Houses Flooded In Kan¬ 
sas City. 

Kansas City, July 19.—Further heavy- 
rains north of here last night .caused 
the Missouri river at Kansas City to 
rise a little higher, and as a result the 
cellars In two dozen wholesale houses 
in the west bottoms were partially 
flooded this morning. Stocks had been 
removed to places of safety and the 
damage in this direction was slight. 

Truck gardens at Qulndaro. on the 
outskirts of Kansas City, Kan., along 
the Missouri river, have been flooded, 
can damage estimated at $20,000, 
and several truck farmers with their 
families are moving to higher ground. 
The stage of the Missouri this morning 
was twenty-three feet. 

If there are no further mins in the 
West and Northwest for several days 
the Missouri will still be low enough 
to take care of flood waters without 
danger of a serious overflow’. The Raw 
is rising slowly also. 


Five Die of Heat. 

New- York, July 19.—Three children 
and two men died to-day as the result 
of the hot wave w hich has been sw eep¬ 
ing over this city’ for several days. Sev- 
tml prostrations are reported by the 
police to-day. The temperature was 
somewhat lower to-day, and with the 
lessened humidity conditions were more 
bearable than yesterday. Hundreds of 
people stept In the parks and on the 
benches in the parks last night. 

FVanels Allison, a longshoreman, 
crazed with the heat. Jumped from the 
third story window* of Gouvneur Hos¬ 
pital co-day and was killed. 

Cloudburst In Ohio. 

Zanesville, O., July 19.—A cloudburst 
at CannelMUe, fifteen miles south of 
here, to-day washed away two houses. 
The entire town was under five feet of 
water- There ere many narro escapes 
and, it is feared, loss of life. Telegraph 
and telephone wires are down. 


COFFEE CROP 


ROTHSCHILDS TO HANDLE THE 
BRAZILIAN OUTPUT. 


Nordlinger’s Monthly Circular Be¬ 
lieves There Is Little Chance of 
Unloading to Break Prices. 


More than usual interest was aroused 
i the coffee trade yesterday over Hen¬ 
s' Nordlinger’s regular monthly circu¬ 
it Mr. Nordlinger’s statement that 
he Rothschilds now are the real con- 
rollers of the Brazilian situation, and 
onsequemtly the future coffee market, 
ns aroused active comment and a 
reat deal of concern, especially on the 
ear side of the pasture 
By entering Into a solid understand- 
with Brazil, the circular says, the 
1 * banking house ha<s secured a voice 
Jthe final winding up of the valorlza- 
on scheme and will*see that this dell- 
kte process Is carried out with no loss 
n its backers, which also means no 
« to the bull clique which has been 
iVerested in valorization from the 
tart The steps through which the 
tothschilds have eralined this advan¬ 
ce aa outlined by Mr. Nordllnger as 

a !^The antagonism of the trade and 
he public in general to the so-called 
alorizfttlon scheme has been persistent 
ince Its inception, and during the 
hole period of Government buying. 
••All hands allowed their stocks to 
tin down to a low ebb. and speculators 
aV e liquidated their holdings to a very 
iTirc extent, which leaves the Invisible

pecuLatlve commitments, exceptionally 

-•The Government purchases ceasod 
nout a month ago. Financial ar- 
angoments were made to carry the 
raSred 7.CCO.OOO to S.OOO.MO bags for 
perlod of at least twelve months and 
r it is true—as Is reported—that the 
•orld-renow ned banking house of 
tothschiid (which has been opposed 
rom the start to the hazardous under- 
Sclng of buying coffee for Govcrn- 
noivt account) is now coming to the 
id of Brazil, we believe It Is done with 
he strict understanding that not an¬ 
ther bag is to be purchased by the 
jovernment. If this is the case it is 
^ost likely that the eventual winding 
p of this venture will likewise be left 
o the sagacity of the above-named 
►ankers, in which event a throwing 
►verboard at ruinously low prices is 
at to be feared. The question from 
ow, and until the Government coffee 
Hornes available, will be purely a 
uestlon of supply and demand." 

In spite of the Rothschild Influence, 
lowever, the circular sees possible 
ocks ahead of the valorization proj¬ 
ect, as natural causes must finally de- 
ermine the success or failure of the 
iirantic speculation The short crop 


succession necessary for its success 
are deemed extremely likely by many 
well-posted men in the local trade, and 
bears are taking a certain amount of 
comfort from this. In this connection 
the Nordllnger circular says: 

"The consumption of Brazil coffee 
amounts now to about 13.000.000 bags, 
with a prospect of its reaching 13,500.- 
000 bags during the present fiscal year 
What the production this fiscal year 
will amount to. cannot as yet be stated 
with any degree of certainty. Reports 
coming to us and to others vary con¬ 
siderably. We have ourselves esti¬ 
mates of the Rio and Santos crop rang¬ 
ing from 10,000.000 to 16.000.000 bags, 
with the majority of the estimates 
tending toward the lower figure. 

"After the experience of the past 
year, w-hen an increase In the produc¬ 
tion of over 100 per cent, was witnessed 
for the Santos crop, the world at large 
will be slow- to believe that a series of 
.•mail crops will be encountered, crops 
small enough as to be millions of bags 
below the world’s requirements. 

"It stands to reason that after the 
necessary period of rest and recuper¬ 
ation, the trees can produce, with the 
same favorable weather conditions that 
they had for the past crop year, a like 
bumper crop In a few years from now. 
and this belief cannot be eradicated un¬ 
less some greut catastrophe* should 
wipe out a large number of the tree*- 
under cultivation. 

"But a successful winding up of the 
Government coffee deal will require an 
uninterrupted series or small crops. By 
this we mean not small in comparison 
with the bumper erop behind us, but 
crops below the 11.500.000 bag mark. 

‘•Calculating the average consump¬ 
tion of Brazil coffee during the next 
four years at 14,000.000 bags (Including 
Bahlas and Victorias), which Is cer¬ 
tainly a 11 be ml figure, we would have 
to have a production of R!o and Santos 
of not more than il.SOO.QoO hags to use 
up the Government holdings during 
that period, and this would still leave 
a visible supply in the w’orld of 8,500,000 
bags of all kinds. 

"This Is a more favorablo aspect than 
we can reasonably expect to realize. 
The folly of the Government under¬ 
taking will become more apparent as 
time rolls by. Each year interest and 
warehousing expenses will add to the 
burden, and we believe we are within 
reason when we calculate thi9 ex¬ 
penditure at $10,000,000 per annum. 

"The Government started out to es¬ 
tablish an equilibrium of values, that 
the price should not vary much for 
large and small crops. It paid the 
planter a very remunerative price, far 
more than he could have obtained in 
the open market, for the bulk of his 
last year’s production. 

"But now- we are supposed to be en¬ 
tering a small crop, and we see this 
crop started at the lowest mllreis prlc«- 
which has been ruling in twenty-five 
years, a sufficient proof that the Gov¬ 
ernment’s plan has miscarried. While 
It enriched the planter on the large 
crop, it is more than likely that the 
smaller crop will entail upon him a 
considerable loss. 

"For the time being we consider the 
position of coffee free from depressing 
Influences. The low price in Brazilian 
currency puts somewhat of a safeguard 
on purchases made by consuming mar¬ 
kets."

From Maysville Mr. Willson will go to the 
Ninth, and thence to the Tenth distinct, 
making speeches In each. The dates, how¬ 
ever, have been left open.

takes no account of the demand* which 
a developing country makes. But the 
East ha* not enough saw timber of its 
own to last fifteen years. In point of 
fact the East is already drawing bo 
heavily upon the Northwest for lum¬ 
ber that the railroads have trouble to 
handle the traffic. The position which 
Douglas fir holds Illustrates the West’s 
rapid progress toward becoming the 
principal source of supply of saw tim¬ 
ber. and the falling off in the produc¬ 
tion of Eastern States which formerly 
held first place. Douglas fir now ranks 
second only to yellow pine in total cut. 
and yields about one-half as much 
lumber. Never before ha* it outranked 
white pine, which for many years stood 
first, and later second. Just as white 
pine had to give way to Southern yel¬ 
low pine, this in Its turn will be su¬ 
perseded by Douglas fir, which Is also 
known as red fir and Oregon pine. It Is 
found nowhere east of the Rocky 
Mountains, and by far the greatest 
quantity of it is in Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington. 

The passing of the white pine of the 
lake States is emphasized by the sta¬ 
tistics gathered by the census, which 
In 1670. 1880 and 1890 showed Michigan 
the leading State in total production of 
lumber. In the census of 1900 Wiscon¬ 
sin hud passed to first place, with Mich¬ 
igan second and Minnesota third. This 
relative position was not changed un¬ 
til 1904. when Washington appeared at 
the top of the column and Louisiana 
was third, with Wisconsin second and 
Minnesota and Michigan fourth and 
fifth. Louisiana now takes second 
place, while Wisconsin goes down from 
second to third and Minnesota from 
fourth to seventh. Mississippi and Ar¬ 
kansas have moved up to fifth and 
sixth places, while Michigan goes to 
fourth. 

New York, in 1850. led all the States 
In the production of lumber. Pennsyl¬ 
vania rose to first place ten years lat¬ 
er. and New York dTorped to second. 
In the period following the Civil War 
the rapid extension of railroads brought 
into market the great white-pine for¬ 
ests of the lake States, and the chief 
source of supply moved thither. Mich¬ 
igan first, then Wisconsin, went to the 
front. When Washington supplanted 
the latter the leadership had crossed 
the continent. In fifty years it passed 
from an Atlantic to a Pacific coast 
State. 

The holding of first rank in produc¬ 
tion by a .State does not locate the 
country’s chief source of supply. 
Washington now stands first among 
the States, yet the South is supplying 
more lumber than the West. But the 
magnificent yellow-pine forests of the 
South are being rapidly cut and mar¬ 
keted. just as was done with the white- 
pine forests of Michigan and Minne¬ 
sota during the thirty years following 
1870. But the Pacific coast will soon 
be the chief source of supply. 

The policy of the Government In cre¬ 
ating national forests in the West, tak¬ 
en In connection with the favorable cli¬ 
matic and topographical conditions for 
the growth of trees. Insures a future 
supply which will be greatly to the 
West’s advantage. When (the inevit¬ 
able time of timber shortage arrives 
tho cost of transportation in the long 
haul across the continent will aid the 
West In supplying Its own needs first. 
The national forests must be first of aU 
for the supply of Western needs. The 
East had originally the bulk of Uhe 
country’s forests. It has largely wast¬ 
ed them. The West ha* now a con¬ 
siderable provision for the future. The 
presence ctf the national forests will in¬ 
sure far all time a permanent supply of 
material for wood-using Industrie* In 
the West, although the actual holdings 
of the Federal/Government in them¬ 
selves are by no means sufficient to 
furnish all the timber which will be 
needed. They will al?o have an influ¬ 
ence In encouraging private holdings of 
timber land* to take care af them In 
a way that will keep them in a pro¬ 
ductive state. The question what to 
do for timber that cannot be had in 
needed quantities Is likely to becoma 
acute in the East. _ _

TIMBER OUTPUT 


RECORD MADE IN THE UNITED' 
STATES IN 1906. 


Facts Showing How the National 
Forests Are Expected To Partial¬ 
ly Offset Coming Shortage. 


[Federal Forest Service Bullrtin.) 

The production of lumber, lath and 
shingles In the United States in 1906 
was the largest ever recorded. A cen¬ 
sus bulletin recently issued gives thir¬ 
ty-seven anti one-half billion feet as the 
actual cut of the twenty-one thousand 
mills which made reports. This Is seven 
billion feet more than the cut reported 
in 1905. 

These figures at first seem to point to 
a very alarming conclusion*—that the 
country had in the last year cut more 
than 23 per cent, more lumber than In 
1905. in face of the fast waning supply. 
The difference I*, however, chiefly due 
to the fact that twenty-one thousand 
concerns have reported their cuts as 
against less than twelve thousand a 
year ago. The gain is the result of 
responses from the smaller mills, made 
because the rank and file of the lumber¬ 
men now appreciate that these returns 
are important to the trade, and that 
their value depends upon everybody 
helping to make them as complete as 
possible. 

If the returns were complete they 
would probably show a cut of forty bil¬ 
lion feet of lumber alone. The cut of 
lumber forms, perhaps, forty per cent, 
of the total timber consumption for all 
purposes. The figures are alarming 
enough, taken in connection with our 
available supply of wood. The total 
of merchantable timber in the United 
States Is believed to be less than two 
thousand billion feet. If the demand 
could be kept stationary, and no tim¬ 
ber were burned up for forest fire*, we 
should have twenty years from now 
only what our forests would have 
grown in the Interval. 

Three-fourths of the population of 
the country is east of the Mississippi, 
but more than half of the timber sup¬ 
ply I* west of It. The West has In Its 
forest* material to last It for nearly 
fifty years if it* per capita consumption 
!s no greater than thut of the country 
at large and if it can hold Itself down to I 
the same annual total. This, however. 1

Cause of the Disaster. 

Washington, July 19.—By a prooeas of 
elimination the Naval Board, which ha* 
Investigated the accident whereby the 
men in tho turret of tho battleship 
Georgia lost their lives, has arrived at 
the conclusion that a “delayed fiare 
back” caused this catastrophe. In one 
seno* tho verdict is received with a dis¬ 
tinct sense of relief by naval officers 
because it showed that they had no 
new element Of danger to contend with. 
A “delayed flaro back” is caufOKl by 
closing off tho soon the blast of com¬ 
pressed air which is supposed to expel 
from the bore of the gun the unbumt 
gases and fragments of smoldering 
powder covering what might be left 
from the last discharge. 

In the case of the Georgia’s S-inch 
guns, what happened was this: The 
breech of the gun was thrown qpen and 
the air blast turned in at a pressure of 
100 pounds to the square intdi. Jn this 
case, the gasos or smoldering cloths— 
which Is not known now—were driven 
probably more than haJf way to the 
muzzle of the gun when tho air blast 
was turned off. The unexpelled gases 
or cloths were driven back by the 
breeze into the breech of the gun and 
out upon the powder charge that was 
Just about to be inserted. The ex¬ 
plosion that followed wan inevitable.

We devoted especial attention to the in- 
vestlgaUon of certain rumors which have 
been circulated t 6 the effect that tobacco 
beds have been scraped and certain 
depredations committed alone this line 
which the Courier*Journal, through its 
news* columns, attributed to the Dark 
Tobacco Growers' Association, We found 
that the plant bed which had been tam¬ 
pered with waa located jn the northeast¬ 
ern portion ot the county, and la owned 
by Mr. John Garrett We also ascertain¬ 
ed that In this portion of tho county no 
dark tobacco is grown—that tho typo <»f 
tobacco grown In this section Is the y, onu- 
sucker" variety, and that there Is not a 
tncjnbor of the association living within 
;1VC miles of thin plant bed. The manner 
of the depredation Indicates that somo 
mischievous boy wont to the plant bed 
’and did what was done, as the bed wa* 
not scraped and plants only dug up here 
and there. A great many of the plant# 
were not Injured at all. We have done 
everything In our power to (wax'rtuln who 
did this, but have been unablo to ascer¬ 
tain. as Mr. Garrett, who Is a cropper, 
states that he had no enemies that he 
knew of In the neighborhood. Tho Courier- 
Journal. in reporting this occurrence. gav 0 
the matter gr^t prominence and put a 
synopsis of the occurrence In the nows 
column, thereby giving It great publicity. 
We truet tho same paper will take the 
same pains and use tho some publicity

It will be remember¬ 
ed that Mr. George w*ns once on the 
police force of New York City, and. sw¬ 
ing that the prevailing system of Jailing 
young criminals was only adding to their 
prestige and increasing their numbers, 
ho tried the experiment of taking a lot 
of them to the country for a summer, 
and through the lessons then learned 
conceived and developed his Idea of the 
Junior Republic.

day, which served os an object lesson 
In more wiyi than one. He made a list 
of certain offenses to be tried and called 
for volunteer criminals, guardians, etc. 
About thirty boys, eighteen mothers 
and probation officers responded, and 
with no further Introduction the court 
opened. Tho youngsters acted their 
parts in a manner entirely too realistic 
entering into the spirit of the scene, 
both In word acid look. They smeared 
their faces, turned up their collars, un¬ 
tied their shoes and slouched on the 
stage like your true boy criminal. They 
never hesitated with an answer to the 
Judge s quest Incut, and so true were 
they to actual conditions—theft, rock- 
throwing, cigarette smoking, entering 
bar rooms, and so forth—that while 
they convulsed the audience, their very 
perfection brought serious thought to 
many real mothers present. Judge 
Brown Is a boy himself, and he knows 
a boy from the ground up. The good 
such men can do is Incalculable. Judge 
Ben Lindsay, also from Colorado, and a 
reformer along the same lines, roused 
the Interest and enthusiasm of his hear¬ 
ers, though a man of different caliber 
from Judge Brown.

Warwick Deeping has taken a new 
theme in his “A Woman’s War" (which, 
by the bye, might equally w*ell be called 
•'M&n’s War"), recording the fight of a 
strong character against the drink hab¬ 
it, descending to him through two gen¬ 
erations. It Is by means of his wife 
that he is led to a cure, though the 
cure Itself Is a reaction from the over¬ 
whelming misfortune caused by the 
habit. 

In the little English town of Roxton 
the scene of the story Is laid—a town 
patterned after the conventional country 
towm of the “tight little Island," and 
holding the same assortment of rich 
and poor, good and bad. Dr. James 
Murchison lias married a priceless 
woman after putting aside a wild yourth 
pnd believing that his fatal tendency 


has been absolutely overcome. As It 
proves, In moments of Intense fatigue 
after strain and responsibility, hts 
strength Is not equal to the temptation. 
The book opens when he has yielded to 
the craving and tho discovery by his 
doting wife farm* a dramatic seen©, full 
of contrast and strong enough to engage 
tho reader s Interest for the rest of the 
story. 

It Is a story of big and little, the strong, 
honest physician and the ignorajit, un¬ 
scrupulous rival, the ambitious, envious 
childless wife and the pure, sensible 
mother, wife and friend. Scandal is un¬ 
earthed, but is disbelieved, then acci¬ 
dent plays Into the hands of the rival. 
The Murchison*, husband and wire, 
have gone for a rest to a lovely little 
country home, not even taking their 
children with them, so desirous Is the 
wife that the overworked doctor shall 
be undisturbed. A kind friend has 
smuggled a hamper of wine Into the 
automobile, and after the wife has gone 
up stairs for the night Dr. Murchison 
discovers the present and In vainglory* 
boasting to Winself that he Is strong 
enough to take a half glass and leave 
the rest of the bottle untouched, suc- 
cumbB and Is found by his wife In a 
maudlin condition.

| Second Volume On the f 
Censorship. 


The second volume of Mr. George Ha¬ 
ven Putnam’s “History of the Censor¬ 
ship of the Roman Catholic Church” 
covers the years between 1600 and 1900. 
Some of the special theological con¬ 
troversies of France, the Netherlands, 
England and Germany, some of the 
methods of prohibition, some examples 
of condemned literature furnish the au¬ 
thor the material for the earlier half 
of the present volume; the latter por¬ 
tion being devoted to the censorship of 
the State and censorship by Protes¬ 
tants. the influence of this Institution 
upon the book trade, the censorship of 
the stage, the literary" policy of the 
ihodem church and the authority* and 
results of censorship. 

Mr. Putnam’s book Is. of course, not 
In the nature of beguiling historical 
literature, in fact only* a few of his 
chapters, such as may be noted in the 
above synopsis of the second half of the 
hook, can have any general interest. 
For the special student, the volume*, 
however, offers an abundance of rec¬ 
ords. In regard to Mr. Putnam's 
handling of his material the reader 
must bo impressed by his endeavor to 
show* both sides of the picture. Natur¬ 
ally hts sympathies are not with re¬ 
strictive measures carried too far. On 
tho other hand he never falls to em¬ 
phasize the protective and preservative 
element at tho basis of the Church's 
policy*, howsoever misguided may* some¬ 
times seem to have been the exercise 
of that policy. Mr. Putnam notes a 
tendency to a very* material difference 
between that policy its respectively 
manifested In the* Seventeenth and In 
the Twentieth centuries. 

As regards the second portion of his 
theme which finds place In the title of 
the volumes, the effect of the censorship 
upon the distribution and production of 
literature, Mr. Putnam concludes thnt 
there was a restrictive Influence, but 
that this was limited, often disregard¬ 
ed, w*hfle in some ways It had Just 
the opposite force desired by the cen¬ 
sor* Hervlng to advertise the banned 
volumes. TV> this second volume the 
author adds a schedule of Indexes Is¬ 
sued under church authority, or w*hlch, 
compiled by ecclesl turtles, have l*een 
published by the States. This schedule 
dates from 1526 to 1900, and concludes 
the author's tw*o volumes of study on 
the subject of Church and State cen¬ 
sorship.

» bridge Modern History. ;• 
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Two impressions the tenth volume of 
Lord Acton’s Modern History primarily 
leave upon the reader’s mind. Begin¬ 
ning as It does with Waterloo and tho 
other momentous events of the early 
Nineteenth century*, the volume make* 
one think how near that time Is to us 
is its obviously continuing influences, 
while one reflects In the second place 
what an immense amount of history 
and politics have been crowded Into the 
hundred years since the downfall of 
Napoleon. Tho authors have been 
awar« especially of this second point 
that Impresses, almost appals, the 
reader. And decidedly it | s no small 
task to collate and assort and sift the 
mass of material relative to the past 
active hundred years, some of whose 
events are so near or so enveloped in 
preconceived or partisan views as still 
to prevent one’s getting the unequi¬ 
vocal distinct perspective upon them 
the student of history desires. 

Tile difficulty of handling material so 
copious and heterogeneous has been 
partly met, and with much success, in 
this volume, as In the preceding ones 
by the assignment of the various chap¬ 
ters to eminent specialists, according 
to the design of the originator of tho 
work. Doq4 Atcon. In a masterly his 
torlcal essay Prof. Alison Phillips sur¬ 
veys in tho first chapter the general 
conditions In w*hlch the European Pow¬ 
ers found themselves after Waterloo. 
No chapter In history* ts more Interest¬ 
ing In material tluui the chapter which 
tells of the state Napoleon left things 
In—-a condition w*hlch perhaps more 
than his most brilliant victories reflects 
his gTeat powvr. malevolent though it 
often was. This significant chapter of 
modern history* Mr. Phillips presents 
with fine perspicacity, showing all the 
heads of Europe anxiously considering 
their own affairs and giving presage In 
their confederations and other unions of 
the efforts of to-day Tor International 
agreements and yet at the same time 
for Individual national prc-enilnence. 

Mr Phillips writes also of the Balkan 
Peninsula and Greece, and Mehemet 
All and the Eastern Question. His col¬ 
laborators are Emile Bougeols, who 
writes the chapters on Reaction and 
Revolution In France, the Orleans Mon¬ 
archy; Lady Blennochassett. whose 
subjects are the Doctrinaires and 
Papacy and the Catholic Church. Ra¬ 
fael Altamlra and Carlo Scgre discuss 
Spain and Italy; F. A. Kirkpatrick. 
Rev. George Edmunson. A. E. Pollard, 
J. G. Robertson and S. Askonozy write 
of various continental matters, notably 
those relative to Germany and Russia, 
Among the other writers of notable 
chapters are J. H. Clap ham and J. a. 
Nicholson, whose essays on economic 
subjects are Interesting from stand¬ 
points both historical and philosophical. 
One of the moat interesting of brief 
chapters la that by W. J Courthope on 
the Influence of the Revolution upon 
English poetry and fiction. From this 
synopsis of the plan of the volume it 
cau bo sevn how comprehensive tho ed¬ 


itors have endeavored to make this 
composite view of political, literary 
economic conditions In the Europe of 
three decades following Napoleon's 
defeat. As has before been remarked 
this Cambridge history* has both the 
defects and advantages of the method 
upon which it Is framed. Some’Jmes 
one misses back of so splendid a work 
the gonitis that hid molded all parts 
of his narrative into a whole bearing 
tho mark of one supremo constructive 
hand. And yet this defect does not 
grew* ominous. Inasmuch as Lord Ac¬ 
ton’s hand in so great measure Is back 
of the work. Meantime an Impressive 
and valuable mosaic has been made by 
the specialists In their respective do¬ 
mains. 

The volume tow*ard the end becomes 
largely the history* of Great Britain, 
whose individualist policies gradually 
shattered the Ideal of confederation 
that prevailed for a little while after 
Waterloo. France. Germany and Rus 
sla, true, form part of this final pic 
ture, but the evolution of the modern 
state as exemplified In the United King¬ 
dom, Iras evidently become the theme 
which will doubtless be pursued in Vol¬ 
ume XI. with the further study of the 
evolution of other States since 1941. 

One great treasury the Modern His 
tory furnishes to the student: Besides 
the copious material In the text the 
volume contains a splendid bibliog¬ 
raphy’ on the subjects of the various 
chapters.

[From a Courier-Journal Correspondent] 
London, July 8.—Several prominent 
English literary men are Socialists. The 
best known of them, of course, are 
Bernard Shaw and H. G. Wells. Social¬ 
ism has Just gained another literary’ re¬ 
cruit In the person of that genial hu¬ 
morist. Jerome K. Jerome. Mr. Jerome 
says that he has really been a Social¬ 
ist all his life, but apparently he has 
only Just found It out. He has been 
giving an Interviewer from a Socialist 
paper his Ideas us to how* the Social 
1st cause can best be advanced. And 
that. In a nutshell, Is by leaving Social¬ 
ism out of It as much as possible. So¬ 
cialism to-day. he says. Is a bogey. It 
frightens folk. 

“You think then." he was asked, "that 
it Is a mistake for Socialists to pro 
claim their socialism?" 

"Decidedly." he answered. "You will 
Insist on telling tho people 'this* is 
Socialism. If any progress in your di¬ 
rection Is made you triumphantly as¬ 
sert, 'But this Is Socialism.' The con¬ 
sequence is the movement Is hindered. 
People will not be bludgeoned Into So¬ 
cialism. I think the all-or-nothing 
method Is suicidal. Socialists ought 
to keop their ideas up their sleeves, as 
It were. Get them adopted when pos¬ 
sible. nnd say* nothing about It. You 
can’t expect to change a condition of 
society which bus existed for a quarter 
of a million years, except step by step. 

"It seems to me." he added, "that 
British and German Socialists are be¬ 
coming mere theorists. Why, In Ger¬ 
many* they have more municipal Insti¬ 
tutions than In this country. But they 
weren’t obtained by the Socialists or as 
Instalments of Socialism. The people 
there have seen that it Is better for a 
town to have municipal gas and trams, 
and so on. It makes it bettor for all 
classes. But here, you cry* out for theso 
things as steps to Socialism, thereby 
alienating the employer and the pro¬ 
fessional man, who think, 'Well, if this 
thing’s going to help Socialism, we’ll 
do without it.' Tho only way* to make 
steady progress la to work quietly* to 
educate tho Liberal party In Socialist 
principles, and I think It w*ould be a 
good tbdng to concentrate on the land 
problem. We can’t do anything until 
we get tho land.” 

Mr, Jerome, besides being a humorist, 
Is evidently a strategist. But. If his 
own theories be correct, now that he 
lias openly proclaimed himself a So¬ 
cialist. he has greatly* impaired the In¬ 
fluence he can exercise on Its behalf. 

Elinor Glyn, who made such a hit 
few years ago with "The Visits of 
Elizabeth,” has Just announced that her 
two favorite books are Jack London’s 
"The Cull of the Wild" and “White 
Fang." That explains something. 
Elinor Glyn Is a sister of Lady Duff- 
Gordon who, under the pseudonym of 
“Luc-llo" runs a fashionable millinery 
shop In Hanover Square. London. And 
every* girl employed there Is given a 
copy of "The Call of the Wild" and a 
brooch with a dog's head on It, repre¬ 
senting the canine hero of the book. 
They* wear them when on duty. It Is 
supposed to stimulate them to apply* 
courage and devotion to dressmaking. 
For a girl at ’’Lucile’s" to bo deprived 
of her dog's head brooch Is to be dis¬ 
graced. In his wildest dreams of fame 
surely* Jack London never Imagined 
that his book would serve as an Inspira¬ 
tion to the employes of u millinery es¬ 
tablishment. I have no doubt that it is 
Elinor Glym’s idea. It was she. too, I 
suspect, who suggested to her titled sis¬ 
ter going in for "emotional gowns." 

They bear such names a* "Unsatis¬ 
fied Longing," “Heart’s Desire." "A 
Dream of Bliss." They are supposed 
to awaken these emotions in the be¬ 
holder. But without the aid of the 
booklet which Interrupts them, written 
probably by a clever author, the "mere 
man” who looks upon them, finds noth¬ 
ing In them that will carry his thoughts 
beyond sordid speculation as to their 
probable cost. Elitu»r Glyn, by the way. 
Is catching it rather hot prom the critic* 
for her last book, "Three Weeks." But 
as she said she expected they would 
disapprove of it presumably she Is not 
disappointed. 

The Hon. Winifred Norton, who was 
married on Wednesday to Mr. William 
Tennant, Is a great-granddaughter of 
the famous Mrs. Norton, who was Lord 
Melbourne’s friend and the heroine of 
the story* that she gave away to the 
Times newspaper the secret of Sir 
Robert Peel’s intention to abolish the 
corn law*s. Readers of Meredith will 
remember what use the great novelist 
made of that story in "Diana of the 
Crossways.' The Hon. Eleanor Norton, 
twin sister of the Hon. Winifred Nor¬ 
ton, would appear to have inherited the 
literary aptitude of her distinguished 
ancestress, for she Is the author of a 
play* which was formed some time ago, 
for copyright purposes only, at a Lon¬ 
don theater. 

Dr. Hew* Morrison, Andrew* Carnegie's 
chief adviser here In tho matter of be¬ 
stowing free libraries, made a notable 
statement at a meeting of the Edin¬ 
burgh Public Library Committee the 
other night. It was that during May 
there was a decrease of borrewinng in 
all the libraries as compared with the 
corresponding month lust y*ear. and that 
this decrease was mainly in fiction and 
books for Juveniles. Further, he said, 
the sarao thing was taking place all 
over the country, Tho chairman of the 


committee hazarded the suggestion that 
novel-reading had gone out of fashion, 
the reason being that we have nowa¬ 
days no great novelists ilk*- Dickens, 
Thackeray or R. L. Stevenson to In¬ 
spire the pubHc with a taste for Action. 
The more obvious explanation would 
set'in to be that readers can buy their 
own fiction now at such a remarkably* 
low price that they do not tike the 
trouble to go to the libraries to obtain 
it- CHARLES OGDENS. 


jjRhapsodies of Melancholy.| 


It Is difficult to crltlcJse Impartially 
a book like “The Hill of Dream*." It 
has many merits and some beauty, but 
Is written from so hopeless a point of 
view as to depress for days after read¬ 
ing. True art Is always uplifting. It 
stimulates. It udds to life. Art is de¬ 
graded when It is used to devitalise, to 
destroy that zest of life which Is the 
right of every* healthful, sane creaturue. 

The dreamer on the hill is Lucian 
Taylor, a poet by birth, yet drawn by* 
fortune and environment away* from the 
truths of art and nature until he Is 
incapable of seeing the good of life. 
He yields to Illusion and feels hlmsidf 
apart from all creation. In spite of his 
poetic feeling for nature in the wild, 
he has no sympathy for God’s highest 
and best creation. IDs capacity for see¬ 
ing evil only, Is contrary to fact, for a 
man with appreciation for beauty can 
discover beauty everywhere. Lucian 
sees tho files sw*armlng round the taint¬ 
ed meat, his extreme pleasure Is found 
In tlie flagellation of his beautiful young 
body, piercing it with thorns until it be¬ 
comes a bleeding, unsightly, loathsome 
object. 

Lucian Is not the real poet his creator 
Is trying to portray*. He Is merely an 
emotional epicure with the poetic tem¬ 
perament diverted from Its highest de¬ 
velopment and degenerating Into self¬ 
ish incapability. He knows all the ex¬ 
quisite torture of the poet without any 
of his rewards. In a manner which 
shocks by its very* fineness his insane, 
useless struggles are depicted; for the 
author knows too w*ell how* to drag 
forth all that is distasteful in humanity 
without showing the loftier, lovable 
side. Lucian’s whole life Is purple; he 
lives in solitude, blind to all human re¬ 
sponsibility. his only occupation the 
reveling in his own sufferings. 

Unless it be for its minute and real¬ 
istic portrayal of the throes of author¬ 
ship tho book Is mUly without excuse. 
Lucian disdained such follies as "char¬ 
acter drawing.*' “psychological analy¬ 
sis" and other stuff that make literary* 
successes. “He had vowed he would be 
the dunce of Cervantes' school rather 
than tho top boy in the Academy* of 'A 
B*a<l Un to Beat’ and 'Mtlllcent's Mar¬ 
riage.’ " He knew he could write a 
“Romola’’—how Is left to the reader’s 
lmaglnat!on—but he thought it more 
honorable to be a counterfeiter of half- 
crowns than to imitate literature. “A 
groat thing he could never do, but he 
had longed to do a true thing, to imag¬ 
ine sincere and genuine pages.” Ad¬ 
mirable sentiment, but not bestow*ed in 
this case logically. 

In his extreme Inexperience Lucian 
w'rites a book Which Is kept many 
months by ti publisher and then re¬ 
turned w ith the usual slip. Some time 
ofterw'ard he reads by accident a re¬ 
view of a successful book In which 
some quotations seem familiar, and he 
discovers on reading the volume Itself 
that Messrs. Beit & Co., the publishers 
who refused Ills work, have stolen at 
least ninety pages of his thoughts; but 
have so Interwoven, them with others 
that the book Is more the reputed au¬ 
thor's than Lucian's. He luughs and 
does nothing, for by this time the gate 
human love has been opened. Annie 
Morgan, a beautiful girl, a fanner’s 
daughter, miles below him socially and 
mentally*, has met him In the wood (aft¬ 
er seeing him once under starting cir¬ 
cumstances asleep on the Hill of 
Dreams) and has filled his soul 
with woman-worship. To him Is re¬ 
vealed the poesy* that lies beneath the 
worship of Damt© and Petrarch—the un- 
possessaibta love which shall furnish a 
motive for all tliought and action. 
Small matter It was that Annie went 
away* after that one meeting and mar¬ 
ried a man in her own class. He re¬ 
joiced at this, as he never wished to 
see her again. Ail he desired was love- 
worship. not the object that inspired It 
In this being most unlike the famous 
adorers, who though hopeless, still as¬ 
pired. 

In point of style the book Is remarka¬ 
ble. Though undoubtedly possessing 
many marks of real literature, it Is re¬ 
pel la nt, Melancholy may be softly en- 
tlclng-^this is frightful. There is no 
sweetness even in Lucian’s sufferings, 
they* come so plainly from a misan¬ 
thropic view of life and an utter in¬ 
ability to take adv:mtage of Its saving 
realities. And this in. spite of their offer 
more than once by some of the few* 
normal, minds In the books. More than 
once Is the remedy shown to the sick 
soul, a way* to salvation pointed out; he 
even sees this, but in a fearful mis¬ 
conception of the aim of life goes to 
self-destruction. 

The book Is more in the nature of an 
emotional monologue than a novel, yert 
it hue that form. By reason of a cer¬ 
tain tantalizing sensuality of thought— 
not of action—it will probably have 
more readers than It deserves.

the author makes are Interesting not 
only to show* Milton’s superiority to 
other poets who have dealt with tho 
same theme, but also to suggest to the 
reader some possible Influences of less¬ 
er upon greater. Looking over the Il¬ 
lustrations given to prove Milton's pre¬ 
eminence one recalls Lowell's comment 
on how that great .and original Imagi¬ 
nation w*a.s nourished upon other men's 
books. The examples from Cowley, 
Tasso and Marino, w*ill especially* Im¬ 
press many oven more than they do 
Miss Woodhull with the wonder of how 
“from the most withered ami Juleeless 
hint gathered in his (Milton’s) reading 
his grand Images rise like an exhala¬ 
tion; how from the most battered old 
lamp caught in that huge drag-net 
with w’hlch he swept the waters of 
learning he could conjure a tall genius 
to build his palaces." 

In addition to the studies of the epic 
nature of Paradise Lost, the volume 
contains nn Interesting study of the 
Milton’s lyric gifts and his influences 
upon succeeding English poets, espe¬ 
cially Wordsw'orth, Coleridge, Shelley, 
Byron. The exaltation, the felicity, the 
insight combining sensuous impression 
with spiritual apprehension In his treat¬ 
ment of nature-—these matters, too, are 
dwelled upon with discrimination. In 
connection with the author's study of 
beauty*’8 meaning for Milton Its signifi¬ 
cance as part of the lost Eden towards 
which the poets always are striving. 
Miss Woodhull suggests comparison 
with Mr. Paul Elmore More’s fuller 
elaboration of the same theme In his 
last volume of Shelbourne Essays. 

The author Is scholarly, original to 
some extent, sincerely appreciative of 
the great depths of poetic power and 
beauty she has sounded. There are 
some marks of a “first book” in the 
studies, but one easily forbears com¬ 
menting on these In any carping fash¬ 
ion, «s they* are overbalanced by the 
author’s erudition, her critical ubility 
and by her fine ardor for her high 
theme.

Miss WoodhuU’s essay* on Paradise 
Lost will be of considerable Interest to 
students pf Milton. The essays are de¬ 
voted to a close analysis of the poem It¬ 
self and a discriminating comparison 
of It with other productions. The au¬ 
thor's main attention Is concerned with 
the epic character of Milton’s master¬ 
piece, the necessity* for Milton’s em¬ 
ployment of the epic rather than tho 
tragedy as his artistic medium—in con¬ 
tradistinction to his forerunners who 
cast In dramatic form the story of 
“man’s first disobedience and the fruit 
of that forbidden tree." 

A very good study Is first made of the 
distinctions between the epic and the 
tragic, the limitations of the latter form 
and the broader scope of tho former. 
Such study* leads to the conclusion that 
the more universal background permit¬ 
ted In the ep4e, so much vaster than 
the concrete presentations of tragedy, 
Ik especially* adapted for the story of 
the origin of evil and the fall of man. 
To illuminate this theory’ Miss Wood- 
hull adduces tho less successful treat¬ 
ments of the same theme In the form 
of tragedy by Andrelnl In his L’Adamo; 
by Vomlel In his Lucifer and Adam, in 
Balllngschap, and by Gretlus In 
Adam us Exsul. ►Such comparisons us 


Not long ago Bernard Shaw's name 
was on every Up, and whatever he said 
or wrote was reiterated by the English 
press throughout the world. He was 
deemed the most brilliant living writ¬ 
er by many, his very eccentricities— 
dress, diet and habits—were considered 
marks of a great genius. Then the 
bubble burst, or. rather, melted away. 
And it was not because a new Idol 
came for worship, or because Shaw 
himself deteriorated, for he Is the same 
old Shaw*, cocksure of himself, w*ith 
an ah* of saying. “You ore all very 
green, but read me and you will ripen— 
you are blind to the plainest truths; 
here's an eye-opener." Why w*as it? 

He himself is the cause. Ills bril¬ 
liancy, dazzling though it Is. is only the 
Intense flash of a mirror in the sun. 
He does not really create light; he only 
reflects it. Hence, one turns seeking 
the real sun. The eyes, grown accus¬ 
tomed to the dazzle, have discarded the 
smoked glass and can look steadily, to 
fln-d the light much less Intense than at 
first imagined—not much of a light, 
after tiU. and rather tiresome. 

Hence, three plays, in spite of a ju¬ 
dicious hullabaloo of advertising, show 
nothing unusual. One Is Informed that 
“the three plays together display 
Shaw’s characteristic genius in most 
impressive fashion." That they ure 
characteristlc all will admit, but they 
foil to impress. 

The first. “John Bull’s Other Island," 
has a huge preface for politicians, 
which, perhups, that class may read. 
The play Itself is entirely readable, but 
not extraordinary in any sense. It 
shows a young Englishman visiting Ire- 
land, describes the life there, its tra¬ 
ditions. rts deficiencies; dabbles In pol¬ 
itics, interjects some wit, not especially 
Irish; conducts a very pretty love af 
fair to a finish, and converts the hero 
to home rule for the “other island." It 
shows many ShUalsms. is didactic in 
spots, and drops ail commas in con¬ 
tracted w\>rds. 

Tlie second play, “How He Lied 
to Her Husband,” Mr. Shaw introduces 
os a “playlet" and a “piece d’occa 
slon." He excuses it by laying it was 
written in a four days' rain during a 
holiday In the north of Scotland, to 
meet the demand of Mr. Daly in New 
\ ork for something to fill out tho even¬ 
ing performance of “The Man of Des¬ 
tiny,” a play too short to suffice by 
Itself, yet too long to be given a sec 
ondary place on the programme. The 
’playlet" is what one w*ould expect un 
der such circumstances. 

The third play. “Major Barbara," de¬ 
votes some fifty page* to a preface 
dubbed “First Aid to Critics," in which, 
after his usual fashion, Mr. Shaw at¬ 
tempts to mold public opinion in ad¬ 
vance. and to forestall criticism. He 
says some good things about religion, 
and claims that the piece Is both true 
and inspired, but adds that whoever 
says it ail really happened is a fool and 
a liar, “and is hereby denounced and 
cursed as such by me, the author, to 
all posterity." 

"Major Barbara" is really a play 
good enough to stand without its long 
preface. Barbara herself Is an em¬ 
bodiment of a w*e 11-marked present-day 
trend. She shows the widespread and 
growing tendency to demand a religion 
that is something more than tradition. 
She Is an enthusiast, and she and her 
family, though impossible as human 
beings, serve us mouthpieces for a new 
and somewhat startling creed. Bar¬ 
bara says: 

"I have got rid of the bribe of bread. 

I have got rid of the bribe of heaven. 
Lot God’s work be done for Us own 
sake; the work he hod to create us 
to do, because It cannot be done except 
by living men and women." 

But she spoils this creed by adding 
—after the author’s own way—that 
when she dies she wishes G*>d to be In 
her debt—not sho In His. "Let me for¬ 
give him" (the lack of capitals is 
43haws) “as becomes a woman of my 
rank." Tho alms of the Salvation 
Army, backed by the power of wealth, 
are the main themes. 

JOHN BULL’S OTHER ISLAND AND 
MAJOR BARBARA. By Bernard Shaw 
Published by Brentido's, New York 
City. 
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In a volume under the title “True and 
False Democracy” ie contained some of 
the most valuable principles making for 
good citizenship that were ever given 
to th© public. Prof. Butler says that 
while the name Is old, democracy itself 
Is quite a new* thing. It Is public opin¬ 
ion that has made the modem demo¬ 
cracy, and printing and the inventions 
following it bringing education to oil, 
that have made public opinion. The 
same individuals constitute both tho 
inob and the people. The boss makes 
his appeal to the mob, the leader Ms 
appeal to the people. The author sny»: 

"It ig futile to expect a nurenonulon 
of man by an act of leglMaiure or 
through a redistribution of the world’s 
goods. Socialism would wreck the 
w'orld’s efficiency for the purpose of re 
distributing the world’s dlsounUnt. Tho 
moral education of the Individual hu¬ 
man being to the point where ho ivul 
Izes the squalid poverty of selfis.mess 
and the boundless riches of servioe, will 
alone lift democracy to a higher plane 
and make true democracy secures.’ 

Bo it Is to the individual citizen in the 
end that the educator must appeal, 
True democracy will bring about the 
progress of the nation through the 
wisest and best leaders. Liberty and 
fraternity are all right, but it is a mis 
take to put equality In the same cate¬ 
gory. “Destroy inequality of talent and 
capacity, and life as we know It stops, 
says the professor. Democracy would 
then become Impossible, for it depends 
upon natural Inequality, the leadership 
of the fittest, the following of a su 
perlor model by* the masses. He draws 
a picture of what life would be If ail 
the wealth of the country were equally 
divided. “Industry would bo reduced to 
the lowest level ever known in modern 
times; everything which makes life 
agreeable would go out of it and we 
ehould all be driven to a conflict and 
struggle for a bare subsistence to which 
tho tale of primitive war described by 
Hobbes would bo as nothing.” 

But no such thing is to be anticipated. 
We are too fond of achievement to 
adopt a “book-made theory.” The no< 
tlon that any person Is capable of fill¬ 
ing a public position la dangerous, lead¬ 
ing not to democracy but to mob rule. 
Political j>arttes aid popular govern¬ 
ment. Tlie large party organizations are 
beneficial, their disintegration disas¬ 
trous. The political boss is below the 
party leader. Tarty success Is aW he 
wishes, not the public good or the na¬ 
tion’s prosperity. He abuses the law, 
making our Constitution seem defect¬ 
ive, when In fact It Is a marvelous 
structure that has stood the test of over 
a century. The factors that have pro¬ 
duced the boss are analyzed. 

To develop the true democracy both 
Intelligence and character must be de 
velopcd, putting its success or failure 
upon the individual. “Not by vainglor¬ 
ious boasting, not by self- satisfied In¬ 
different*. not by selfish and Indolent 
withdrawal from participation In the 
Interests and government of the com 
munlty, but nit her by tho enthusiasm 
born of Intense conviction, that finds 
the happiness of each in the good of 
all, will our educational ideals be satis, 
fled and our free government be placed 
beyond the reach of the farces of dis¬ 
solution and decay."

That Mrs. Woods, tho author of the 
novel, lived for some years In Oxford, 
where her husband w*as himself a 
prominent university official, naturally 
enough gives cfclor <o supposed discov¬ 
eries of resemblance. 


James Montgomery Flagg’s latest 
nonsense aklt, "Why They Married," al¬ 
though It has attained a large sale, has 
not entirely supplanted In popularity 
his earlier hiugh-provokers, "Tomfool¬ 
ery" and "If; a Guide to Bad Man 
iters." Mr. Flagg’s unusual gift of 
drawing funny pictures to Illustrate his 
funny verses produces results which 
are truly destructive of melancholy. 


One of the most widely anticipated 
novels of the year is Thomas Dixon’s 
story, of the South. "The Traitor.’ 
which completes his triology. This 
story* ta a thrilling narrative in which 
love, adventure, treason and mystery 
play equal parts. The United States 
Secret Service, the great political pow¬ 
er of the Ku Klux Klan, the test of a 
woman’s love for the man w r hiom she 
believes to be guilty of her father’s 
death are elements which combine to 
make “The Traitor” a Htory of breath¬ 
less Interest, Nearly half a million 
copies have been circulated of Mr. 
Dixon’s former books, and It Is safe to 
say that "The Traitor" will be a leader 
among the best sHllng books. 


The first literary w*ork of Eliza Cal¬ 
vert Hall, the author of “Aunt Jane of 
Kentucky," the book President Roose¬ 
velt recommended !n his Ltnslng, 
Mich., speech. May 31. took the form 
of poetry. Her first poems were pub¬ 
lished in the old Scribner, wrtien Dr. J 
G. Holland conducted it. One of these. 
“Galatea," a fragment of Plank verse, 
was pronounced by Dr. Holland “rne 
of the most exquisite things In the 
English language.” Since then her 
poems have appeared In all the lead¬ 
ing periodicals.

Tlie number of novels that have re¬ 
cently been written dealing with the 
problem of dual personality indicates 
that Interest In this fascinating subject 
Is not confined to the medical profes¬ 
sion. For this reason the announcement 
of a new book by Prof. Pierre Janet is 
a significant bit of literary news. Prof. 
Janet. w*ho was a pupil of the great 
Charcot, nnd U now the director of the 
psychological laboratory of the Saipe- 
trlone in Paris, is probably tho mo€»t 
dlHUngutehed Jiving student of hysteria 
and kindred disease* Ills book, which 
is entitled “The Major Symptoms of 
Hysteria," is based on a course of lec¬ 


tures given hist fall at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity. An interesting fact in tikis con¬ 
nect Ion is that Prof, Janet lias master¬ 
ed tlie English lpngiuigo so thoroughly 
lectures were delivered and 
the book has been written in English. 
American students will, therefore, have 
the rare experience of reading d\‘ york 
of a distinguished French scletx__>c be¬ 
fore the French themaolvea. 

Ixrthrop, & Biiepord Co.,. Boston* 
Issues this week the third large edi¬ 
tion of William Anthony Sptonoy’s suo 
oessful book. “Health Through Self- 
Control In Thinking, Breathing, gat¬ 
ing,” although it was published 
last December. 


Messrs. Henry Holt & Co. have 
recently been very much interested to 
learn that the only correct version of 
the ’^Stor spangled Banner" thfct ap¬ 
pears in any of the song collections In 
the A«tnr library. Is in Helen Kendrick 
Johnson's “Our Familiar 8ongs,’* on 
eleventh edition of w*h4ch has Just been 
issued. Although it was first published 
In 1881, there continues to be ft steady 
demand for this unique book. 

A book which has sprung into im¬ 
mediate popularity is “The Sowing of 
Alderson Cree." by Margaret Prescott 
Montague. Two editions have been 
primed with in two months, and the 
book has been simultaneously pub¬ 
lished in Canada and Australia. A 
measure of this popularity Is perhaps 
due to the fact that the scene of tlie 
story Is laid among the mountains of 
West Virginia, a section which offers 
rich possibilities for romance, but 
which has hitherto been little invaded 
by the writers of fiertiou. 


Prof. Geotge P. Baker, of Harvard, 
has made a significant contribution to 
the study of Shakespeare fcn his work 
on “The Development of Shakespeare 
a« a Dramatist.” Although Shake¬ 
speare was primarily a writer for the 
stage, he has been much more thor¬ 
oughly studied from the literary than 
from the dramatic point of view. Prof, 
Baker has traced the development of 
his genius as a master of stagecraft, 
showing tho influenuee by which It was 
brought so near perfection, and defin¬ 
ing the characteristic elomeavts in the 
port’s stage technique. The book in¬ 
cludes ulso a careful study of the stage 
in Shakespeare's time, and a view of 
the Elizabethan school of dramatists.

Is selling merrily—a 
certain sign that It has pleased the 
public taste, ’TIs a fresh, breezy, lively 
tale u*ith a company of engaging people 
In it whose acquaintance the reader will 
be happy to make. 


That Warwick Deeping has tho power 
of succinct characterization Is amply 
evident from his new* book. “A Wom¬ 
an’s War." For example, he says of 
Miss Carmage© that she was "a woman 
who stated her opinions with a buxom 
frankness, and who wut on opposition 
as though It were a cushion." 


Messrs. Duffield & Co. announce for 
early Issue a new novel by Richard 
Pryce, to be called “The .Successor." 
The story’, which has alrwidy gone 
through five editions In England, treats 
of a somewhat risky but striking 
theme. Involving the production of an 
heir to a great English estate, and Is 
handled in the spirit of George Mere¬ 
dith and the comedy of manners. Mr. 
Pryce Is a grandson of the second Lord 
Casth'malne. and thoroughly under¬ 
stands English high life, of which he 
writes convincingly and with humor. 


One of the few* masterpieces of early 
Italian art that still remains where 
originally placed (s the magnificent pul¬ 
pit carved by* the hand of Nlccolo 
Pisano. Tills marvel of the sculptor’s 
art stands to-day In the Cathedral of 
Siena, In Italy, on the very’ spot where 
It was erected nearly six hundred and 
fifty years ago.

The Sherman,AcL

modified it ought to be done, if possi¬ 
ble. so as to make it effective against 
those qombinations which keep up un¬ 
duly the price of the necessaries of life. 
It has already been suggested that the 
best way to modify it is by new* legis¬ 
lation, which will modify it in effect j 
without doing so formally. This idea 
can i be made useful. Put on the fret? 
list those products which are controlled 
In the domestic market by bad trusts. 
Mr. Sherman himself once said he fa¬ 
vored this idea, though it Is not record¬ 
ed that he ever voted to carry It out. 
That would be a way of modifying the 
Sherman act that would accomplish the 
purpose for which It was professedly 
passed. 

Old. Ways Are Beet. 

Is the Democratic party to go the 
way of the old Federalists and the old 
Whigs: or was the claim of the Fathers 
in Jerael that it is Immortal, being es¬ 
sential to our peculiar system of popu¬ 
lar Government, founded In sound phi¬ 
losophy, as well as In historic probabil¬ 
ity and the facts of tho case? 

Federalism went Into Whlgism, and 
Whlgism Into Know Nothlngism, and 
Know Nothlngism into Republicanism, 
and then Republicanism into Radical¬ 
ism, and then Radicalism Into Section¬ 
alism. and finally. Sectionalism into 
High Tariff, and High Tariff into High 
Finance, culminating into Rooseveltlsm, 
with Its queer admixture of Socialistic 
doctrines and of loose practices, tho big 
stick its emblem, and any old thlr^g to 
catch the voters all the way from boars 
to babies, its shlbbofeth! 

Until FTee Silverism appeared upon 
the scene to hurl Democracy headlong 
from the rock-bound eminence of the 
Constitution and the law, the people 
could look with assurance at least to one 
great party organization, wholly popu¬ 
lar In character; and the real question 
of the future for Democrats to consider 
is whether we can get back td the point 
from which we departed. 

Lord John Russell once declared that 
he knew he was right because all par¬ 
ties wore finding fault with him. Thlck- 
and-thlci partisans are never satisfied 
with the newspaper which does not 
load its dice to make their side win. 
This sort of Democrats Insist upon al¬ 
ways seeing the Roosters. 

The Courier-Journal has had a deal 
of experience with extremism and ex¬ 
tremists. From the first it has had to 
fight bigots and bigotry. As a conse¬ 
quence it looks with no little compla¬ 
cency upon those of its assailants who 
never weary of shouting “treason” at 
its plain truths for thinking Democrats. 
The events of the last three decades 
have vindicated too many of its fore¬ 
casts for It to entertain any fear of its 
short-sighted enemies. During more 
than one of these decades the party has 
violated its admonitions only to go to 
discomfiture and defeat. Yet has It 
made great sacrifices alike to keep In 
line with that party and to hold it to 
sound Democratic opinions: to steer It 
away from “Isms” of one sort and an¬ 
other; still to have it the party of the 
Constitution, of order and of law, and 
not a crazy quilt of Socialism and Pop. 
ullsm and Quack Nostrums. 

If the Democratic party Is to win the 
Presidential battle next year, It must 
offer the voters something stable and 
constant, cutting away from the ex¬ 
perimental and fantastic.

The attempt to force the future by 
hot-house process of abnormal develop- 
ment Is likely to prove quite as futile 
as the effort by sheer stress of yearn¬ 
ing and fancy to recall and restore the 
past. Things vanished are irrecoverable. 
But things to come are so shapeless 
and shadowy that in reaching after 
them we merely run the risk of being 
drawn beyond Nature’s boundary, and 
then evil, not good, is sure to follow. 

The idealist rarely calculates. His 
enthusiasms run away with him. He 
sees much to be done and wants to do 
it all. He looks out of his own pure 
heart and fancies everybody Is like 
himself. He relies upon faith. Mean¬ 
while the world goes on its own ruthless 
way yielding nothing except to the 
thinking, sagacious and painstaking; 
sometimes reluctantly; simple truth 
the victim of crafty falsehood; tho vil¬ 
lain of the piece often triumphant.

and Reformer of quite another sort, 
whilst Mr. Upton Sinclair and Mr. 
William Randolph Hearst represent a 
still more advanced stage of Socialism 
and Reform. All Of them are agreed, 
however, In the Calhoun doctrine that 
the Government of the United States is 
an experiment and the Constitution of 
tho United States a rope of sand. 

In the old days, when the institution 
of African Slavery began to be subject¬ 
ed to serious question, there were many 
voices; the ColonizatIoniat, the Eman¬ 
cipationist. tho Free-soller and the 
Abolitionist pure and simple. Of the 
latter, in the beginning, there were few¬ 
est of all. It took thirty years for agi¬ 
tation to blow the opposing issues of 
Slavery and anti-slavery to a white 
heat. A War of Sections was the result. 
All this while the enthusiasts and ex¬ 
tremists of the North, took as little ac¬ 
count of the racial conditions and the 
possibilities as the extremists and So¬ 
cialists of our day take of Human Na¬ 
ture, whilst the Slaveholders of the South 
would see nothing in the agitation but 
an assault upon their properly rights. 

Each party to the discussion was the 
victim of a half truth. Slavery was 
all its enemies said it was. and an ex¬ 
pensive and clumsy labor system to 
boot. Yet did it represent so much 
capital, so many dollars, tainted dol¬ 
lars If we choose to call them so, for 
which the North was equally respon¬ 
sible with the South, and which were 
guaranteed by the organic law of the 
land. 

The philosophic historian may well 
now inquire whether the Abolition of 
Slavery was worth all It cost the North, 
having very nearly destroyed the South? 
Might not wiser, gentler means have 
been found to deal with a growth so 
cancerous? But, Slavery got Into pol¬ 
itics; public sentiment crystallized for 
Slavery at the South and against Slav¬ 
ery at the North; tne politicians of 
either Section saw their profit in ex¬ 
tremism; that which should have been 
considered only upon moral and eco¬ 
nomic lines became a passionate and ir¬ 
repressible conflict; and finally more 
than forty years after the close of the 
most destructive of all wars the black 
problem is as opaque as ever it was, 
calling alike upon the people North and 
South for enlightened Judgment and 
generous outlay and patient self-re¬ 
straint. 

The Democratic party used to be a 
fixed political quantity. It separated 
the sheep of humanity from the goats 
of politics. It did not mix religion 
with its platform and took Its gospel 
straight. It was a Statesman, not a 
Doctor. It was an Economist, not a Sen. 
timentaiist. If the party is to go the 
way of the Whigs let It follow the dog- 
star of Socialism, which will lead it to 
Hell and Hearst. If it is to be saved, 
let it get back to the Constitution, 
which will lead It to the snug harbor 
of National usefulness and power.

It ought not to be forgotten that the 
Sherman act was conceived and passed 
*n fraud and false pretense. In 1888, 
though the Republicans triumphed, 
there was a plurality of the popular 
vote in favor of the reduction of the 
tariff. Having determined to disregard 
ithis popular verdict, and to make the 
tariff sky-high, the Republicans felt the 
necessity of doing something to con¬ 
ciliate public sentiment There was 
much complaint that the trusts were 
sheltered by the tariff, and so an act 
was passed to make the impression that 
it would restrain these vicious com¬ 
binations. It was said at the time that 
there was no intention to restrain the 
trusts, and that the act had been 
framed so that they would not be re¬ 
trained. An effort to enforce it agaJnst 
the industrial trusts w as made, and was 
defeated by the Supreme Court, which 
said that manufacturing Is not Inter¬ 
state commerce, and not to be regulated 
by Congress. The application of the act 
to railroads was an afterthought. It 
was not the purpose for which it was 
professedly enacted. In the last few 
years it has been successfully Invoked 
against railroads and In a few other 
cases. Since k has been found that 
there is some chance of enforcing it, 
there is a clamor for its repeal, or modi¬ 
fication. The latter demand is made 
because it la thought that it may be 
Impossible to repeal it outright. 

Now If the Sherman act is to be

There are. too, all sorts and conditions 
of reformers; the visionary reformer 
and tho mercenary reformer; not al¬ 
ways easily to be distinguished the one 
from the other, but equally turbulent 
and Intolerant. All formative So¬ 
cialistic upheavals put premiums on 
Extremism. They offer both temptation* 
and opportunities to adventurers. By 
upsetting all standards they confuse 
the popular Judgment, and. amid the 
chaos that follow's, the self-seeking and 
the daring, the selfish and the corrupt 
get In their work 
Socialism takes no account of Human 
Nature in its purpose to equalize Hu¬ 
man conditions. Reform is too often 
the scheme of demagogues. Yet, among 
the Socialists and the Reformers are 
there many differences and degrees. Mr. 
Roosevelt is a Socialist and a Reformer 
of one sort and Mr. Bryan is a Socialist 


practices had Impressed the who e com¬ 
munity. the whole State. The mother 
of the dead boy w*as before the Jury 
and almost collapsed at the tight of his 
clothes, which happened to have been 
left on tho floor before the witness 
stand. The actual kidnapper was on 
trial, and also the man who saw the 
killing and accompanied the body of 
the dead boy two miles across a 
swamp. The man who assumed to 
speak for the conspirators by reducing 
the ransom to $2,CC9 was also on trial. 
Yet the Jury found a verdict of guilty 
“without capital punishment/* As they 
had qualified by repudiating any sen¬ 
timental hostility to the death penalty, 
this could not have been the ground of 
the verdict. 

Is It any wonder that the people of 
St. Charles should repudiate this ver¬ 
dict and call it a '’prostitution of jus¬ 
tice?” Is it any wonder that a posse 
should be formed to lynch the prison¬ 
ers and that two companies of militia 
should be ordered out? Mob law Is in¬ 
excusable, but we know that it is often 
provoked by just such ver iiots as this. 
We have in the United States yearly 
from eight to ten thousand homicides, 
of which probably two-thirds are mur¬ 
ders. The chief reason for this Is that 
murder is not adequately punished, and 
in many cases is not punished at all. 
The principal cause of so many mur¬ 
ders and so many lynchlngs is the fail¬ 
ure adequately to enforce the law*. 
Tenderness to murderers Is cruelty to 
the Innocent public. 


An Astonishing Verdict. 

Nobody, of course, any more than 
the author himself, literally believes 
the remark of Ben Hardin that the 
Almighty docs not know In advance 
what will be the verdict of a poLt jury. 
However, the statement, though irrev¬ 
erent, strikingly Illustrates the great 
difficulty of forecasting the result of 
a trial, especially when the charge is 
murder. 

The" abduction and killing of little 
Walter Lamana, eight years old, In 
Louisiana, created groat public excite¬ 
ment. The reason of It was speedily 
made evident when the boy’s father. 
Peter Lamana. received a letter say¬ 
ing the boy would be brought back on 
the payment of $6,000. an amount that 
was afterward reduced to $2,000. Thus 
the whole matter was “hire and ralary 
and not rev Age.” It was simply a 
plan for extorting money. Public meet¬ 
ings were held, a Vigilance Committee 
was organized, and extraordinary ef¬ 
forts w’ere made to detect ttye perpe¬ 
trators of the outrage. It soon became 
apparent that there was a conspiracy 
In which a number of people were In¬ 
volved. The diligence In following up 
the conspirators was such that the 
body of the boy was found, and the 
names of nearly all the conspirators 
were ascertained. Four of these were 
not arrested, but their share In the 
crime was discovered. It turned 
out that the boy was taken to St 
Charles parish and there killed. 

Four of the people indicted were put 
on trial at Hahnvlllc, the county stat 
of SL Charles parish, on Monday. 
These were Camplgclano (or Oampes- 
clano), who led a party two miles 
through a swamp and showed the boljr 
of the murdered child; his wife; Tony 
Cosla, who actually stole the boy. and 
Collogiro (or Frank) Geniusa. who re¬ 
duced‘the ransom from $6,000 to $2,000. 
Camplgclano said that the boy was 
actually killed by Incarcortena, who 
Is still at large. But It Is not important 
who actually did the killing when all 
were engaged in a common enterprise 
to extort money or kill the boy; all 
were equally guilty. 

When ,the trial began Monday a jury 
was readily secured. The trial was in 
the county where the killing took place, 
but where the family of the dead boy 
were unknown. The veniremen were 
strictly examined as to their willing¬ 
ness to find a verdict of guilty where 
the punishment may be death, and 
many were rejected because their an¬ 
swers on that point were not satisfac¬ 
tory. They were also asked whether 
they would be w'lliing to vote to ha r g 
a woman and those who would not 
w r ere excused. The jury was described 
as an excellent one. They had little 
difficulty in agreeing that all the de¬ 
fendants wero guilty. 

Now, If there is any sort of case that 
calls for tho severest penalty which 
the law permits, it was surely this. 
The existence of an organization to kid¬ 
nap children and hold them for ran¬ 
som, and to kill them If the money was 
not forthcoming, was not doubted. Tb-

It seems that a new' light has arisen 
In the far. far West. It Is of the rising, 
not of the setting sun. Oregon claims 
exclusive ownership of this luminary, 
which rejoices In the name of Bourne— 
Jonathan Bourne—and claims as Its 
crow ning distinction that It is “the first 
United States Senator elected by popu¬ 
lar vote,” dear Old Flfty-Four-Forty- 
or-Fight having abolished the antique 
form of Legislative selection and adopt¬ 
ed the Initiative and Referendum with 
respect to Salmon, Craw-fish and States¬ 
men. 

Being nothing If not exceptional. 
Senator Jonathan Bourne informs a 
wondering world of his advent by a 
soul-stirring yawp. Whether this ls a 
happy burst of wild and woolly inspi¬ 
ration or a strategic bit of occidental 
recrudescence—like the Nigger's “Big 
Casino.” consisting of five aces, that 
beat a straight flush and only come 
once In a hundred years—or whether it 
19 pure thrift setting Its ingenious trap 
for pie before the pie-counter closes— 
the gentleman up-a-tree does not In¬ 
form us. The yawr> part of It. however, 
is unmistakable. The Senator from the 
Headwaters of Bitter Creek and of the 
Colombian Reservation, swelling nobly 
in his milk-white dickey and rising 
effulgent above his tinted collar of 
brand-new celluloid, demands a Third 
Term for Theodore Roosevelt! 

Nay, not so. though also; not a “third” 
but a “second elective term" for tho 
one and the only first-clast Statesman 
among ylghty millions of second-class 
Statesmen, who can save the country 
from Impending chaos, perdition, cholera 
morbus. Infanticide and “ole man Octo¬ 
pus;” the peerless He of Oyster Bay; 
no less ‘than the Gentleman with the 
Big Stick. Teddy Bear, himself! 

Our Jonathan has no doubt about It. 
If he had he might go and hang him¬ 
self. The people, he Informs us. have 
Teddy where* ”he’s bieeged to sign.” 
According to Jonathan, it Is a case of 
“must.” There Is no escape. We quote 
from an Interview' with The Pride of 
Oregon : 

“He cannot decline. He can no more 
decline than can & soldier who enlists in 
the army decline to fight in the face of 
the enemy. It ls a duty which the people 
put up to Roosevelt, and a rnan with 
his Ideas of duty—a man who has uttered 
the sentiments which he has uttered on 
the subject of the duty of a public serv¬ 
ant to the people—cannot escape the re¬ 
sponsibility. There Is more than the mere 
honor going with this high office of the 
PresldenL When the people choose a 
man to serve them In this high office. It 
is for them to say when his service shall 
end. It Is not for him.” 

Jes® so! Joss so! When a man want* 
to lot It be known that he has arrived, 
what else? When he wants pie, how 
other. 

Tho folks down In Rogue River Valley 
know a thing or two. you bet! “I can 
understand, “ Jonathan declares, “how* 
Mr. Roosevelt feels. He Is anxious to 
lay down the work. He would like a 
resL But, as 1 said,'it ls not for him 
to say. The individual cannot dictate 
to the people—idea! citizenship necessi¬ 
tates strict obedience to the sovereign 
will of the people." 

Thus our hero, with the striped waist¬ 
coat and the tanbark, senatorial slip 
pers—Insinuates that he knows what 
ideal citizenship means and that he, too, 
is an ideal citizen. He Is a tender¬ 
hearted man. He feels for Teddy. But, 
before all else, he is a patriot—a ©tern 
patriot—and such trumpery fellow's as 
Washington and Jefferson and Jackson 
—even as Grant—must pale their inef¬ 
fectual fires and go down In everlasting 
darkness before the Morning-Star of a 
Teddy! What ho* there! 

•*By my halteofn. there be peril* *t hand,” 
and Jonathan sees them. Nay he smells 
them. Little boys get from under whilst 
grown men listen to this: 

“In my opinion & gTeat crisis now con¬ 
fronts this country. The reactionaries are 
determined. If possible, to obtain control 
of the Government. The people believe 
in the ability and sincerity of Roosevelt. 
The fight of the people has not been fin- 
Ishcd. When the next Republican na¬ 
tional convention comes around the peo¬ 
ple’s policies—the principal reforms which 
Roosevelt has undertaken—will be far 
from established, and to turn them over 
at such a critical time to an untried 
champion would be to Invite disaster. This 
Is no time for the consultation of per¬ 
sonal desires or feelings.” 

Yes. there is a crisis. There Is al¬ 
ways a crisis down about Cottage 
Grove and Just back of The Dalles. 
One© thero was a five-foot wildcat 
caught In Skunk Hollow. But where 
are the “reactionaries” to whom Jona¬ 
than would not turn over the Govern¬ 
ment?

Maybe he means i Horst? 

Lord, Lord. Harv y Scott! Where

So traveller returns,” 

and which w*e take It to be somewhere 
not far from the crossing of the Oregon 
Short Line and the Great Divide. 


A Costly Lesson Lost. 

It seoms that the lesson of the mem¬ 
orable disaster to the steamboat Gen. 
Slocum has been lost to some steam¬ 
boat operators. The new force of in¬ 
spectors recently created and put into 
service by the National Government 
are finding some astounding conditions 
in Nc-w York—in the very place w'here 
the Slocum fire occurred and brought 
distress, horror and scandal. Accord¬ 
ing to a New York newspaper a num¬ 
ber of excursion steamers were tied 
up at their docks last Sunday by Fed¬ 
eral inspectors "who found that they 
were not complying with the Govern¬ 
ment rules for the protection of pas¬ 
sengers.” In Bomo cases there was an 
insufficiency of life preservers. In oth¬ 
ers, the boa^s were in charge of men 
w ho had no licenses as masters. Still 
other boats that were not impounded 
for the day were stripped of a large 
number of passengers embarked In open 
defiance of the rules against over- 
crowdfing. “In all cases,” runs the 
newspaper, “there was evidence of a 
deliberate intent to violate the law.” 

These circumstances show that the 
Government must take nothing for 
granted. The inspectors cannot afford 
to shirk their duty. The steamboat 
owners cannot be relied on to obey the 
law. They would rather be Hah than 
right. They would rather take chances 
than be sure of safety. They would 
rather expose tlieir passengers to dan¬ 
gers than take steps to save their Jives. 

The situation thus discovered in Now 
York UluAtrates the wisdom of careful 
and conscientious performance of their 
duties by the inspectors in all parts 
of the country. Employed to Inspect, 
they must inspect There is no more 
solemn and important task in the Fed¬ 
eral service than theirs. At this time, 
when the excursion season is at its 
height. It is particularly necessary that 
they perform their tasks strictly and 
earnestly. 


The Japanese Treaty. 

Gen. Luke E. JVright, of Tennessee, 
who was made President of the Philip¬ 
pine Commission In 1903 and later Gov¬ 
ernor of the Archipelago, has recently 
signed as Ambassador to Japan. 
It has transpired that his retire¬ 
ment from the position resulted 
from the faeft Ills services had not 
been as satisfactory as the Adminis¬ 
tration had hoped. While it ls conceded 
that he has been faithful In the dis¬ 
charge of hie duties, it seeins that he 
has been lacking Ui those elements of 
diplomacy to which Japan and the 
nations of the Orient generally are so 
susceptible. A soldier from early train¬ 
ing and a lawyer by profeewlon, he has 
not hesitated to Insist upon the rights 
of Americans In Japan and tho correct¬ 
ness of the position of the United States 
upon the San Francisco school ques¬ 
tion and In the other controversies 
which have arisen between the two 
countries. This failure to Impress him¬ 
self favorably upon the courts and the 
people of Japan, it is said, has been a 
disappointment to the President and 
his resignation, whether or not made 
upon an intimation that It would be 
acceptable, has been favorably received 
at Washington. 

As successor to Gov. Wright the 
President has appointed Thomas J. 
O’Brien, a prominent lawyer of Michi¬ 
gan, but without any experience In 
public life, either as a legislator or dip¬ 
lomatist, Notwithstanding this, it is 
understood that the Administration has 
strong hopes, through his services, for 
an early adjustment of the questions 
Involved In the proposed immigration, 
amity and trade treaty with Japan, 
soon after hi® arrival at Tokio. Such, 
It is to be feared, will prove delusive, 
unless the new Ambassador shall hav© 
extraordinary powers of persuasion to 
Induce the Government of Japan to re¬ 
cede from certain position* which It ha* 
taken and announced In unmistakable 
terms of persistence. 

The new treaty which the two Gov¬ 
ernments propose to 4ibstitute for the 
existing one. which will expire July 
17, 1911, while renewing the express 
slone of mutual amity which character¬ 
ize the old, does not give promise of the 
same mutuality of accord as the exist¬ 
ing one. In the latter there is no clause 
of absolute exclusion of Japanese Im¬ 
migration, but one which gives to each 
nation the right to regulate it. Th© 
draft of the uew treaty submitted by 
Secretary Root to Hayashl, the Japanese 
Foreign Minister, proposes the renewal 
of Article 2, Clause 4. of the existing 
treaty, which reserves the right, but it 
has transpired that this official ha® is¬ 
sued a formal confidential memoran¬ 
dum outlining the attitude of the Japa¬ 
nese Government upon the question, 
which Is as follows: 

“First— 1 That the Government of the 
United States has submitted a proposal 
for the enactment of a treaty which 
provides for the limitation of lmmlgra. 
tton. The Government of Japan has 
rejected the proposal and will not, In 
the future, entertain any such proposal. 

“Second—That tho new treaty, which 
Is to be operative from the forty-fourth 
yfear of MelJi, 1911, the Government of 
Japan will Insist on striking out the 
Article 2, Clause 4. defining the power 
reserved by the contracting parties to 
enact laws with legard to police and 
Immigration regulations. For that pur¬ 
pose the Government of Japan shall 
take a most vigorous attitude. Although 
the negotiations for the end are not yet 
1 developed we firmly believe that the 


Government of the United States will 
fight with determination to preserve the 
clause. 

“Third—That the Government of 
Japan contemplates sending represen¬ 
tatives to the United States to investi¬ 
gate conditions on the Pacific coast and 
to determine if the Japanese residents 
are discriminated against.” 

This document, which has recently 
found publication in this county. Is 
vouched for as correct by Ototokal 
Yatnaoka, \he personal representative 
of Count Okuma, leader of the Progres¬ 
sive party in Japan. The several prom¬ 
inent Japanese officials w ho have late¬ 
ly visited this country and given such 
strong expressions of good will toward 
the people of the United States, it is 
thought, came in accordance with the 
purpose expressed In the last clause of 
Ambassador Hayashi’s paper. The 
amicable expressions of these visitors 
have had a valuable influence in allay¬ 
ing the excitement created by the San 
Francisco incidents and the proposed 
sending of a fleet of warships to the 
Pacific. It is to be hoped that it may 
prove as valuable factor In the negotia¬ 
tion® W'hlch our new Ambassador will 
enter upon when he arrives In Tokio. 
But In the congested state of the popu¬ 
lation of Japan and the unity of the 
people in support of the principle of an 
open door for them in this country, It 
will require good diplomacy to secure a 
treaty such as will embrace the prin¬ 
ciple for which our Government con¬ 
tends.

The* official report in regard to Im¬ 
migration show's that all previous rec¬ 
ord® were broken by the returns for 
the fiscal year 1907, which ended June 
30 last. The total number landed In 
America during that period was 1,285,- 
349. as against 1,100,375 for the pre¬ 
ceding year. The increase during the 
last year was about 6 per cent, over 
the greatest number of immigrants in 
any previous year. Tho figures for the 
entire year have not been completed 
In detail, as to nationality, sex, etc., 
but It is known that the great ma¬ 
jority of immigrants arrived during the 
last six months, the exact number for 
that period being 743,952, an increase of 
10 per cenL over the six months end¬ 
ing June 30, 1906. A total of 5,962 of ar¬ 
riving immigrants were debarred from 
admission to the ooumtry during the 
last six months. Of tho total arrivals 
in that period. 182.18S were from Rus¬ 
sia.

MAJORITY OF FORESTS 

NOW IN PRIVATE HANDS.

The truth is that four-fifths of the for¬ 
ests of the United States are In private 
hand®. The Government at the eleventh 
hour Iras extended Its authority over large 
forest areas, and it requires that timber¬ 
cutting in such areas shall be carried on 
with a view to future needs as well as 
present demands. The forests aro to have 
a chance for their lives. In other areas 
the Government Is attempting to ralso 
trees. The work Is slow and difficult. 
Common sense dictates that the prop-r 
policy is to save the remaining forests, 
rather than to permit their destruction 
in the hope of creating new forest areas. 
This policy is being pursued by the Fed¬ 
eral authorities In the one-fifth of the 
total forest area which Is under their 
control. Public sentiment unquestionably 
npproves this plan and will heartily sus¬ 
tain the President In any fight he may 
make against the spellers.

RIGHTS OF NEUTRALS 


DISCUSSED BY SUBCOMMITTEE 
AT THE HAGUE. 


No Definite Decision Reached After 
Protracted Session—Property 
At Sea. 


The Hague, July 19.—Two of the most 
Important subcommittees of the Poace 
Conference—that to which was rolerred 
the subject of rights and obligations of 
neutrais on land and the one dealing 
with the Question of private property at 
sea, contraband, etc.—held pnxra:ted 
meetings to-day. but did not reach any 
definite decisions. The first-named 
committee took up the French proposal 
that a neutral state can only be re¬ 
sponsible for the acts of subjects of 
w hich a ’bllllgerent complains if the 
acts are committed on its own territory, 
while a neutral State cannot tolerate 
the formation of a fighting force on Its 
own territory. Rs responsibility is not 
Involved by the fact that some of its 
subjeots take service with a belligerent; 
that a neutral State is not bound to 
prevent subjects exporting arms and 
ammunition for the use of a belligerent 
and that prisoners escaping from the 
territory must be liberated. Great 
Britain. Germany and Dilglum as- 
fltreiated themselves with the principle 
of the French proposal, bin suggested 
amendments. All the questions wrero 
finally referred to a committee. 

The Committee on Private Property 
at Sea voted down the Belgian pro¬ 
posal that mercantile vessels seized by 
a belligerent must be restored at the 
conclusion of a w r ar. while discussion 
on the French motion for the abolition 
of prize money and providing for the 
indemlttcation of owners of seized prop¬ 
erty by the State to which they belong 
was adjourned for a fortmght. None 
of the delegates has instructions on this 
question from their Governments. 

Discussion then ensued on the defini¬ 
tion of warships, but this question, to¬ 
gether with the whole programme of 
the committee, finally was referred to 
an examining committee, of which Rear 
Admiral Charles S. Sperry, U. S. N., Is 
a member.

CEMETERY OFFICERS ELECTED 


Arrangements are being fnade by the 
sportsmen of New Albany and the mem¬ 
bers of the Corydon Fishing Club for the 
stocking of the streams of Floyd and 
Harrison county with black bass, and the 
United States Fish Commission has 
agreed to supoly them w’ith a sufficient 
number of small fish for that purpose. 
It is the Intention to stock Big and Little 
Indian creeks. Silver creek, Knob creek. 
Middle creek and Buck creek, all fine 
fishing streams, with this game fish, and 
they will arrive in New AlbunyHn the 
distributing car of the Fish Commission 
about November L 

The commission requires in return for 
the fish that the State laws enacted for 
the protection of fish and game, shall be 
rigidly enforced, and all persons caught 
violating the statutes provided are to be 
prosecuted. 

Several years ago the streams near 
Now Albany were stocked with fish sent 
to the city by United States Fish Com¬ 
missioner George W. Bowers, and within 
a few years they had grown to a good 
size, affording fine angling. Since then 
pot fishermen have been plying their 
trade actively, and. In consequence, many 
of the smaller streams have been cleared 
of fish. Hereafter the stringent fish kiws 
of Indiana will be enforced by deputy 
game wardens, assisted by the fishing 
clubs And farmers, and it Is believed 
that within a comparative short time the 
streams will again be filled.

William January’s Petition To Presi¬ 
dent Signed By Fifty Thou¬ 
sand Persons. 


Fort Leavenworth. Kan., July 19.— 
William January, alias CTharles W. An¬ 
derson. for whose pardon a petition con¬ 
taining the signatures of 50,000 persons 
was presented to President Roosevelt 
three months ago, was released from 
the Federal prison here to-day. An¬ 
derson will return^ to Kansas CUy, 
w'here he Will engage in business. 

Aiiderson was convicted eleven years 
ago of robbing an Oklahoma post- 
office and sentenced to the penitentiary 
for three years. He escaped two years 
later and went to Kansas City, as¬ 
sumed the name of Anderson and mar¬ 
ried. 

In April, this year, an ex-convict, 
who had known January in the peni¬ 
tentiary, notified the warden of the 
man’s whereabouts and he was re- 
tfirrested and taken back to Leaven- 
jtworth. Owdng to the exemplary life 
Anderson had led in Kansas City his 
neighbors started a movement for his 
release. 

The newspapers took up the case 
with the result that a petition w’htch 
Is said to have contained the largest 
number of signatures ever appended to 
an appeal for pardon was forwarded 
to Washington. President Roosevelt 
reviewed the case and on recommenda¬ 
tion of Attorney General Bonaparte 
granted a pardon effective at tho ex¬ 
piration of three months from the time 
of rearrest.

1 he work satisfactorily. There «re thou- 
@ands of thrse experts constantly with 
this kina of work. No seven of ti c nu*»t 
skilled experts could make rule# for oven 
on**-qiiar»er of the country', much less 
seven laymen. But It Is said that the 
Ititorstut* Commerce Commission Is not 
10 tuko the Initiative in rate-making, but 
only to hear complaints against existing 
rotes, and when on investigation and 
hearing It find# that the rates cninplnlued 
of are unreasonable It shall hate power 
to substitute new rate.*, und that In oon- 
Be'iueiK'O their rate-making power will be 
limited and restricted in Its scope and 
character, 

The trouble with this contention Is 
that It is bnp<»&slhle to deal with one rule 
without affecing many rates. Tho work Is 
not only too dirtbullt. but It Is too great 
for uny teven men or any limited number 
of men acting as a commission. It would 
be too great and too difficult if they hud 
nothing ctea to do. but the other duties 
and those that are properly entrusted to 
such a commission, those that are purely 
administrative, are so numerous and so 
Urdu**)# and *> exacting that a satis¬ 
factory dischnrge of them would take all 
their time and all their strength.

Promoters of Fltz-Johfison Bout 
Talk of Refunding Konty. 


Philadelphia. July 19 —Tho poor match 
staged by the Washington Sporting Club 
Wednesday night when Bob Fltasimmons 
entered the ring In a crfpplod condition 
and was knocked out In th« Bocopd rouad 
by Jack Johnson Is still the talk of the 
town. Tho club and all people counseled 
with tho match were ceasured tor al¬ 
lowing Fits to enter tho ri«t when they 
knew very well that toe old fellow had 
aeon hi* best days as a fighter. This fact 
Was Illustrated at 'Frisco two year* wrx 
when Fits could not get out of his chair 
in his fight with J:u;k O Brien and was 
declared down and out while sitting Id hi* 
corner. Such mutches as th# Johnson* 
Klta*imnu»ns bout are a hard knock to 
the boxing game and reflect no credit on 
:no man who arc connected with them. 

Tho management will emteavor to re¬ 
turn tb»* gate receipts to tho public. At 
a conference it was decided that the prin¬ 
cipals were not entitled CO their money. 
;u» thr consensu* of opinion was that they 
were not put’lng up their h#*t eshlbltlon. 
Tbs club executed D bond to-day to cover 
the attachments on Utc boxers' and of 
thu receiptand will then carry the case 
Into court In aft effort to prevent the prin¬ 
cipals from collecting.

If we are to fix the rates that may te 
charged we must determine how much 
rovanue a railroad shall be allowed to 
have, and this Involves how much It may 
expend for tha expense of operation, 
what salaries It sJwli pay to Ita official*, 
what w’Sges to M* employes and how 
much it may expend for betterments, for 
equipment, for maintenance and for con¬ 
struction. When the Government be¬ 
comes responsible for the rates that are 
to be charged it necessarily becomes re¬ 
sponsible for all these detail* 

It is not too much to *ny that it is 
now confessedly establUcd that the courts 
have power under the Utkins law to pro¬ 
hibit «»y kind of discrimination or any 
kind of a rebate or any kind of a pref¬ 
erence, go matter In what wny it may be 
disguised or by what method It may be 
practiced. 

The Hepburn law went Into effect In 
August, 1908. but until this time, almost 
a y«ir. thera has been nqf prosecution 
under it. and not one dollar of lines or 
any kind of punishment has been im- 
posed upon anybody.

While moving at a good sr**d half 
way betwen 8t Johnson villa and Fort 
Plain a rear tire came off, causing the 
large touring car to ffwerva toward the 
ditch and throwing Its occupants with 
considerable force into the roadway. 
All were roughly shaken ui> and morv 
or less bruised, but none sustained In¬ 
juries of a serious character.

These facts disc lose conclusively that 
the Elkins law* la un efficient nnd easily- 
enforced statute. In simplicity, efficacy 
und certainty It Is so far superior to all 
other law* that all prosecutions here- 
after, on heretofore and now. will be 
brought under ll Instead of under the 
Hepburn law or the general Interstate 
Commerce law.

NEEDS MORE MONEY TO KEEP UP WORK 


Annual Report Shows Deficit of $13,500--First Legacy 
Received From C. C. Vogt. 


In tho eleventh annual report of the su¬ 
perintendent of the Kentucky Children's 
Home Society to the Executive Commit¬ 
tee and the State Board of Managers, It 
1 b shown that the year closes with a 
deficit of $13,500 after having expended $33,. 
623.11. 

It Is shown that 90 per cent, of the chil¬ 
dren committed to the care of the society 
come through desertion of parents and a 
law T making desertion a felony Is recom¬ 
mended for passage. 

The report continues: 

The result of the work for eleven years 
in our State shows beyond any doubt that 
the tremendous problem of pauperism in a 
measure Is under control. This Is proven 
by tire fact that the society is not now 
called on to cure for one-fourth of th** i 
older children It cared for four years ago. 
The average agt* of children received in 
1992 was over eleven years; in 1904, nine 
years; In 19U6, less than seven years. This 
average shows that the class or crop of 
older dependents Is under control. 

To further Illustrate will'state that we 
were unable to nil 30j applications for chil¬ 
dren over ten years oi age. 

The society Is to be congratulated on 
the character of homes found for the chil¬ 
dren during the year. 

The growth of the work will be under¬ 
stood when you learn that 1.336 were help¬ 
ed by the society; a large number of these 
children were assisted through the aid de¬ 
portment by finding some relative to care 
for them, or helping the moral, desti¬ 
tute mothers and allowing them to keep 
their children with the understanding that 
the children were to be sent to school and 
that their environments be of such a 
character as to lead to good citizen* hip. 

The work accomplished by the aid de¬ 
partment will Increase from year to year, 
and to me It Is the most hopeful and most 
beautiful phase of the work. Our bollei 
Is that no child should be taken away or 
separated away from family unless it 
Is absolutely necessary. No moral mother 
should be compelled to give up her chil¬ 
dren through poverty; her children are all 
she has left, and It is almost criminal to 
separate her from her children find place 
the children In different homes when a 
little help to the mother will enable her 
to keep and raise her children to be good 
citizens. I hope the time will come whf-n 
the work of our society will be called 
uj»on to take only the unfortunate, name¬ 
less child, the deserted child and the or¬ 
phan. 

For this department we need funds bad¬ 
ly. If we bad means enough we could 
accomplish a splendid work, not only for 
the State, but for each family with whom 
we come in touch. We are not only able 
to help the children, but we lift the 
mother into a higher and better lift* when 
she realizes that the children are to be 
taken away If she falls to do her duty. 

It gives her a knowledge of parental re¬ 
sponsibility which she never dreamed of 
before, and it Is a rare thing for us to re¬ 
prove or warn her after she enters into 
u contract witli us. 

Our cash receipts show that we received 
from the State $15,009 and from donations 
$17,523.11, making a total of $32,523.11. This 
is a good showing, but when you learn 
chat there is a deficit of $13,fi0*> you will 
readily see that we will be compelled to In¬ 
crease our Income If we hope to meet the 
Incurred responsibilities added to the work 
each year.

You must not be surprised to 
set* this number Increased from year to 
year, for the closer we supervise the ''hll- 
dren the more replacements we may ex¬ 
pect.

The child must go to school, must 
Ik* given the very best social and moral 
advantages and treated as a member of 
the family. Whenever we find the con¬ 
tract Is violated we remove the child Im¬ 
mediately. These removals deserve yjur 
approval rather than your condemnation.

Thoroughly Organized. 


We have visited our children twice dur¬ 
ing the year and have found them as a 
ru.c* doing splendidly. Our greatest re¬ 
sponsibility is keeping In close touch wl'h 
the children In their home*, and to ylalt 
and direct the future of 2,800 children Is 
fur from being an easy task, yet we are 
curprised at the comparatively few re¬ 
placements made; 1<4 children were 


Our work Is now thoroughly organized In 
all parts of the State. We have nearly 11,10® 
volunteer workers who help us financially 
and other ways, and the organization Is 
becoming stronger and more aggressive 
every year. I wish I could Individually 
thank the men and women In ail parts 
of Kentucky for their splendid help, but 
as that Is impossible, I extend to them 
in a general way my heartfelt thanks 
for their interest In our work and kind¬ 
ness to the destitute little ones of our 
State. 

We arc fortunate in having with us a 
splendid force of workers and to them 
the society owes much of the splendid 
success achieved this year. They have 
been loyal to the work and liave every 
day added to our prestige at home and In 
tile field. 

This report would be Incomplete did we 
not mention I>rs. George Li Pope and 
Alexander Nettelroth, who have glv*?n 
their splendid services to the children of 
the home for several years. These physi¬ 
cians have responded to every call, day 
or night, and given their time and talents 
to relieve the suffering of the little ones 
without one penny's remuneration. We 
extend to them our heartfelt thanks.

Plans For Future Work. 


I recommend a change In our by-law** 
whereby sick and crippled children may 
be admitted. As tne rules now* stand, no 
child can be admitted unless It l.s both 
mentally and physically sound. I do not 
think we can afford any longer to re¬ 
fuse to take the sick and crippled chil¬ 
dren. The saddest part of the work is to 
leave the sick children In the poorhous^s 
and elsewhere on their uncomfortable pal¬ 
lets without any attention, realizing that 
the large majority dl« from neglect, when 
we could bring them to the city and give 
them medical attention and save their 
lives. For this reason and from the fact 
that contagious diseases visit us every 
winter because we are not able to isolate 
or quarantine the new children. I recom¬ 
mend the building of an up-to-date hos¬ 
pital thoroughly equipped where the eh:l- 
*ren can be given the best attention and

New York. July lfl.-R. G. Dun & Co .’a 
weekly review of trade to-morrow will 
say: 

Encouraging reports are received from 
leading commercial centers, the volume 
of business being exceptionally heavy for 
the season, and stocks are depleted by 
the usual clearance sales, proving more 
prompt payments and greater confidence 
In the future. Buyers are numerous In 
the large cities preparing for an active 
fall trade, now that the agricultural out¬ 
look is less uncertain- Clothing manufac¬ 
turer* report much new business and 
few cancellations. 

Dullness In the pig iron market Is not 
unusual at this time of the year, but 
there Is little reduction In the output. At 
some of the steel mills there Is more or 
less seasonable absence of new contracts, 
but specifications are large on old or¬ 
ders. Producers arc confident that much 
delayed business will appear when the 
crop* are secured, while still mors post¬ 
poned work only waits for a normal 
money market. 

A firmer tone has appeared In the pri¬ 
mary market for cotton goods, manufac¬ 
turers securing without difficulty the 
prices asked. While a fsw line* are dis¬ 
tinctly quiet, there is more evidence of 
satisfactory business than at any time 
for several weeks. Although prices are 
considered high. It Is felt that there Is 
much to warrant further advances, so 
that buyers feel Justified m operating 
freely, even for remote deliverlo*. Ad¬ 
vices from Jobbers Indicate that advance 
business for full lais largely exceeded 
antlcipoLions, arul there Is much anxiety 
regarding the ability of the mills to make 
shTprm-nts according to speclflcat on<*. 
Little export trade Is accompl 1-shed, but 
th.* Chinese market has Improved. 

No developments are expected In the 
market for woolens until uho finor grades 
of worsted fabrics are opened. Few new 
lines were shown this week, but consider¬ 
ing much business Is being arranged 
without waiting foratal opening*. 

Accumulations In all leading markets, 
both here and abroad, make lower quota¬ 
tions for hides, althoi*gh some increase In 
the volume of-business is noted. 

Improvement Is noted In the leather 
market, with the tone firm. No conces¬ 
sions are being offered by tanners, and 
there Is pronounced strength In hemlock 
and oak sole. 

There Is a large attendance In the Bos¬ 
ton footwear mirket, buyers having come 
from all sections, but thus far, faw big 
contracts have been placed, 

RETAIL TRADE 


Turning Out Better Than Anticipated 
and Clearance Sale3 Fully Patron¬ 
ized. 

New' York. July 19.—Bradstroet’s to¬ 
morrow will suy: Weather conditlone stdl 
favor seasonable trade and crops, and 
there Is no more than ordinary quiet 
noted In wholesale lines as a result of 
midsummer conditions nnd the reign o»f 
the vacation season. Retail tirade e«pe- 
c.lally Is turning out rathor better than 
anticipated, and cleoranoe sales are free¬ 
ly patronized, indicating that the buying 
power of the country Ls maintained at a 
high U*vel. Re-onler business, too, Is of 
fair proportions; In foot, is rather more 
In evidence than are bookings for fall, 
which await a clearer view of crop out¬ 
turn before finding full expression. It Is 
quite generally the case. too. that wlvere 
cancellations of fall orders are noted 
they are accompanied by the statement 
that they are no more numerous than 
usual at this season In previous years. 
Such conservatism as Is noted, indeed, Is 
generally with regjinl to far off deliveries. 

One favorable development certainly 
calling for notice Is the ©oivUnu- 
ance of good reports as to collections, 
which find confirmation in tJhe steady 
gains In bank clearings noted at ntost 
cities over a year ago, itself a period of 
large gaitns over ll>i5. 

Fair activity, with firm prices. Is noted 
In wool. Large sales are few. The firmer 
London market, where Americans are re- 
port«*d buying freely of desirable staple 
wools and light domestic stocks mak** for 
steady prices. Manufacturers appear to 
have bought freely in the country of late 
aud Western supplies are well cleaned 
up. 

Conservative buying of shoe* and leath¬ 
er Is noted in leading markets. Eastern 
shoe manufacturers ore supposed to have 
g.jod quantities of leather on hand. Pro¬ 
duction of *pUt leather hn* caught up 
with demand. A fair line of spring sam¬ 
ple rales Is reported by shoe manufac¬ 
turers and some reorder* for fall also, 
but buying 1* conservative. Shoe ship¬ 
ments for the year are 4 per cent, below 
1906. 

In Lhe leading Industries there are some 
cross current*. Iron and steel are quiet* r 
a* a whole, with price* tending to ease 
while oop$*-r I» lower and stocks reported 
accumulating. In the shoe trade busi¬ 
ness Is moderate. In the cotton goods In¬ 
dustry production is of record propor¬ 
tions but still insufficient to meet de¬ 
mand. Special activity 1* noted In the 
Western coal trade, whose many mine* 
nro running full time. Supplies In the 
Nor th west are reported small. At the 
East high-grade bituminous coal sells 
well, but concessions are necessary to 
move low grades. Lumber I* quieter as 
a whole nnd Southern production Is b?- 
Ing curtailed. 

Pig Iran market* are *till In a lethargic 
condition. Urgent demand for spot sup¬ 
plies ha* disappeared and producers show 
a greater disposition to rush shipment*. 
The Impression Is growing that produc¬ 
tion Is gaining on consumption, and man¬ 
ufacturers feel that prices, which are now 
steady at the recent decline, must recede. 
The movement In foreign iron* is about 
over, and In order to make sales conces¬ 
sions have to be* made. Strikes of labor¬ 
er* at Duluth and Two Harbors affect the 
movement of ore. 

New business In finished lines Is light, 
a* might be expected at this season, but 
the min* are well provided with old or¬ 
ders. Coke Is Inactive, but price* are firm, 
and hot weather ho* reduced the supply 
of labor in tlm producing region*. Cop¬ 
per has again receded In price, but now 
business has not developed to nny extent, 
and lower price* are looked for Storks 
are said t*> be quite large. Wire, she<Vg 
and brass are also lower. Lhe reduction 
amounting to about four cents per pound. 
Spelter, lead and tin are weaker.

James Arthur, well-known as a turf¬ 
man, yesterday brought suit against Mrs. 
Hazel Bel’.e Morris and her husband. 
Frank Morris, charging that they had In 
their possession fcJtOOO In securities and 
$2,500 in cash, which Is his property. All 
these allegations the defendants deny. 
Arthur says that five years ago he took 
up with Mrs. Morris, then known as 
Hazel Belle Gould, having made her ac 
qualnliiuce at & house on Burgundy street. 
In New Orleans. Becoming Infatuated 
with her. the petition says, he persond d 
her to give up the life she was leading 
there and to go with him though they 
were never mar ril'd. 

Arthur says thnt he was here during 
the race meeting at Churchill l*rwn« last 
September, and that they were stopping 
at The Seelbach, where Morris was a 
clerk. The plaintiff was called bo Chica¬ 
go on buslmKMi, and upon Ids departure 
he says that Uk? woman agreed to meet 
him in New Orleans. He elates that he 
hud not long before given her $1,600 of his 
race winnings for sale keeping, and uj*m 
his leaving handed her $l/Oo more f-*r 
the Rime purpose. Upon arrival at New 
Orleans the woman did not materialize, 
and the plaintiff says that In November 
or December he ascertained that she had 
married Morris.

Considered Her His Bank. 


According to the averments of hi* pe¬ 
tition Arthur looked upon her ns a sort 
of a safety deposit vault, and that dur¬ 
ing their life tog#-Un>r lie frequently 
handed bor many stocks and bonds for 
safe keeping. The plnltitlfT Is still under 
the Impression thut she has kept them 
safely. 

The petition declares that the plaintiff 
had always treated the defendunt In the 
very l>ost style possible, furnishing her 
all her clothing and Jowelry and putting 
up at the best hotels, where she was 
known as bis wife. H#* says that of the 
sums of money he handed her at v.ylous 
times she invested $10,000 in the Cldcoga 
Heat, Light and Power Company and 
$10.1100 mure In the Longbell Lumber Ctvm- 
p«uny, of Kansas City. 

The petition states that the defendant 
had In her possession bonds worth $8,000, 
which she tried to sell, but being unable 
to do so cut off tho coupons and returned 
the bonds to him. Arthur says he h as 
frequently attempted to get the wrrman 
and her husband t* make a settlement of 
the claim, but that she has refused to 
do so. 

In speaking of his trouble Arthur said 
that one of the main reasons the wom.»n 
left him was because he refused to put 
on a dress suit in the evening after re¬ 
turning from the race track. He said thut 
he was always too tired for posing after 
his strenuous duties during the afternoon. 
Arthur himself married, last winter, bis 
wife having understood the situation 
relative to the bonds.

Morrises Deny All Charges. 


T want to deny all the charge** of Jim 
Arthur, and say thut neither my wife 
nor myself have any stocks, bonds or 
money belonging to him." said Frank 
Morris over the telephone yeaterJay aft¬ 
ernoon from his hotel at Grayson Springs. 
“There has been no talk of a settlement, 
be- at;*© we have no property belonging 
to Arthur." 

Mr. Morris saJd that he had heard nr>th- 
tng about fhe suit being instituted when 
h© wa* cnlU*d to the telephone. When 
told of ih#* charges made by the turfman, 
ho said that they were one and all abso¬ 
lutely falre. Concerning his marriage 
and his wife’s alleged connection with 
Arthur. Morris refused to taik. saying 
that he could in no way see what it had 
to do with the suit. When Informed tlvat 
Arthur alleged the money which Jne Is now 
trying to recover through the courts had 
been given to Mrs. Morris when she was 
tavellng about the country with him and 
representing herself as his wife, he mere- 
ly repeated ms statement that neither he 
nor ms wife had anything In their pos¬ 
session belonging to Arthur. 

Mrs. Morris wu* also called up over the 
long-distyno.e telephone: 

"I’m not surprised at the suit being 
brought." she said. "Arthur ha* been 
threatening It for the last nix months. He 
has tried to make settlements, but as 
my husband Jtnd myself have nothing ex¬ 
cept whb'h he gave me we refused to 
turn anything over to him. He haa been 
trying to make trouble for us for fome 
time. 

Mrs. Arthur also refused to talk about 
her marring© or discuss her associations 
with Arthur. 

Mr. Morris said that he and his wife 
had no permanent address in Louisville 
at the present time, os they were now 
junking their home at Grayson Springs. 
When in the city they live at different 
hotels.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

TO THE CONSTITUTION. 

By virtue of the authority vested in me 
by Section 367 of the Constitution and 
St-ctlon 1459. Kentucky Statute*. I hereby 

? ;4ve notice that at the regular election 
n November. 1907. the same being on 
November 5, 1907, a vote will be taken 
on the proposition to adopt an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution propus#*! by act 
of the General Assembly of 1906. Tho act 
reads a<s follow*. 

"AN >CT relating to amendment of 
Section one hundred and forty-five of tho 
Constitution, relating to suffrage und 
election* 

"Be It enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

"Sec. 1. That, upon the concurrence of 
three-fifth* of all the member* elected 
to each house, the yea* and nay* being 
tuken thereon and entered In full In their 
respective journals. Scotian one hundred 
and forty-five of the Constitution of Ken¬ 
tucky be, and it Is. amended by adding 
a fourth paragraph to said section, con¬ 
taining the following words, to-wit; 

" 'See. 4. Persona who have not, at 
least sixty day* before the election at 
which they off or to vote, paid In full all 
State, oounty. municipal, district and 
school tax*** due by tliera for the year 
previous to tho one in which they offer 
to vote.* 

"That Section one hundred and forty- 
five of tho Constitution of Kentucky, re¬ 
lating to suffrage and election, be amend¬ 
ed to read a* follows: 

" 'Sec. 1 Every male citizen of the 
United Stated of the age of twenty-one 
year*, who ha* resided in the State one 
year atul in the county six month*, or 
the precinct in which he offers to vote 
bixty day* next preceding the election, 
shall be a voter In said prevlnct and not 
elsewhere, but the following person* are 
excepted and shall not have the right to 
vote: 

" *1. Persons convicted in any court of 
competent Jurisdiction of treason, or fel¬ 
ony or bribery in an election, or of such 
high misdemeanor ns the General Assem¬ 
bly may declare shall /Operate as an ex¬ 
clusion from the right of suffrage; but 
person* hereby excluded may be restored 
to their civil rights by executive pardon. 

" *3. Person* who at the time of the 
election are in confinement under the 
Judgment of a court for some penaJ of¬ 
fense. 

" ‘3. Idiots and Insane persons. 

•• * 4 . Persons who havo not, at least 
elxty day* before the election at wffileb 
they offer to vote, paid In full all State, 
county, municipal, district and school 
taxes due by them for tho year previo j* 
to the one In which they offer to vote.’ ”
